Trae Princess, whose long and useful life ended last week, was 
associated from her earliest days until almost the day of her death 
with charitable efforts for the amelioration of poverty and suffering. 
She devoted herself particularly to aiding and he!ping the nursing 
profession—a profession which has long emerged from the type that 
Dickens satirised and has become an essential adjunct to the great 
art of healing. The Princess thus realised in her life the true 
position which a Royal Family should occupy in a great and free 
country like England. Its royalty consists not in mere titles nor in 
mere wealth, nor even in mere station, but in the royal manner in 
which those belonging to it perform their duties as servants of the 
people. It is because the English Royal Family has bonoured this 
conception in so large a measure that the throne to-day is as firmly 
established as it is in the beartofevery citizen. Princess CHRISTIAN 
will long and affectionately be remembered for her kindliness and 
consideration, as well as for the splendid work she herself under- 
took and inspired in others, and which stands as a monument 
to the life of this real “woman of worth.” 


Hospital Sunday. 


T'o-MORROW, in every synagogue in the metropolis, an appeal 
will be made for the Hospital Sunday Fund. The bospitals, like the 
poor to whom they are a very sheet-anchor, are always with us, 
They need constant and unflagging help; for, apart from all else, the 
advance of knowledge in medicine and in surgery involves continually 
increased expenditure, so as to enable these great institutions to 
keep pace with the fine work which they have to do.

in the public mind as to Zionist policy in Palestine. General 
Batisfaction will have been felt when it was known that the 
HicgH Com™isstoner bimself was not involved in the unhappy 
incident and that be is quite safe. The boycott of the Advisory 
Council by the Arabs, and indeed the contemptuous flouting of 
the British Administration, appears to have given delight in certain 
quatters in this country which is singularly out of accord with the 
professions of goodwill to Great Britain that come from the 
fame direction. The Daily Express was ridiculous enough to hail the 
action of the Arabs as a staggering blow at Zionism. We fail 
to follow our contemporary'’s reasoning. Does it suppose that 
Zionism depends on the accord of the Arabs in the administering of 
Palestine? Or indeed on anything save the will of the Jewish 
people? If so, it is woefully mistaken. We are far from failing 
to recognise the immense value to Zionism of the Balfour Deelaration, 
orthe immense belp in the accomplishment of Zionist aspirations 
which Zionist policy in Palestine could effect, But if the latter were 
reversed and the former were withdrawn, Zionism would yet stand firm, 
It would not stagger. For one thing, at least a part of ite hopes has to 
some extent been realised, There is actually now, as wa have before 
pointed out, a Jewish National Home in Palestine. What 
remains is whether that Home is going to be developed quickly 
and worthily in the interests of Judaism, in the interests of 
humanity, as well as we are sure in the intereste of this country, 
or whether the development is to be painfully slow so that none 
of the advantages, which that Jewish National Home is capable 
of providing, will be effectuated for years and years yet to come. 
The full advantages, we know, cannot be; but we have, ever since 
the Balfour Declaration, nourished the that within a reason- 
able time the first-fruits of the regenerated Judaism and a Palestine 
rebuilt would be vouchsafed to this generation. 


Tiik warmest congratulations of the community will go to the 
Revs. SAMUEL Gross and IsrRagt Bropre on their gaining, with so 
much distinction, the bigh and valuable title of “Rabbi.” Mr.

To perform adequately the 
duties of that office, he was bound to obtain his Ribbinical Diploma, 
and that he has done so with the honourable mention which accom- 
panies the announcement of his success, not alone enlances the 
brilliance of his scholastic career, but gives good bope that in the 
responsible and onerous office upoa which he is entering he will not 
only maintain bat augment its best and highest traditions. 


The Preachers’ Conference. 

DEEPLY as we regret it we do not feel much surprise at the 
spirited protest that has been made by the Chazanim on 
account of the exclusiveness of the Conference which certain of 
their colleagues in the Ministry bave decided to bo'd. The 
protest, we observe, is addressed to the Culver Raps, ard until 
Dr. Hertz makes his reply it would be unfair to comment 
upon the part be is taking in the proposed gathering. But 
as the gist of the complaint is that certain Ministers are 
deemed, by the Preachers, of not sufficient worth to take counsel 
with, because they perform a no less sacred office in regard to 
the Svnagogue service, it may be as well to remind the CHter RABBI 
of what his predecessor said upon the point at the opeuing of the 
firat Ministers’ Conference, when a similar attempt at segregation 
had been made by some of the Preachers. We quoted Dr. ADLER'S 
words in a Leading Note when we previously referred (o this subject, 
and we need not here repeat the reasons we gave for our view that 
the Preachers bad made a great mistake in instituting a Conference 
in which all Ministers or Rabbis should not be invited to take 
part. The very name of the Conference is a blunder. What 
essential part, pray, has preaching in Judaism? ‘Teaching, yes; 
but if that ware the test the present Conferense would necessarily 
include men who, e-sough unable to preach, do perform the equally 
vital office of teaching, as well as undertaking ministerial duties 
equally withthePreachers. We hope sincerely that the sentiment 
which animates the Chuzanim will be tukew due note of by those who 
are responsible for the Conference. As thiags are, theve isin all con 
science little co-operation—at Jeast ia apirit—between Preacher and 
Chazan. Anything that widens what seems to be almost. a 
traditional rift is to be deplored. For our part, we have no doubt 
that the right course is to revive the Ministers’ Conference ever 
with ali the drawbacks it necessarily presented. A Conference of 
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Preachers only can have little influence, and can be of little 
ultimate use. This is apart altogether from the sorry manifestation 
of ill-accord towards the Chazanim which is evidently animating 
the Preachers. Still, it may be possible to find some other means 
whereby, on the one band, the Conference may become really an 
influential body, and on the other the slight set upon the 
Chazanim can be removed. It would perhaps not be altogether 
@ bad thing if the date of the Conference were postponed, so that 
eounsel might be taken between the Preachers and other members 
of the Anglo-Jewish Ministry with a view to an amicable and satis- 
factory settlement being arrived at. Be this as it may, we feel sure 
that the Cuier Rabst's influence will be directed earnestly to that end, 


The Proposed Communal Centre. 

We are gratified to find that the idea of forming a Communal 
Centre for the Metropolis is crystallising, and that there ie now some 
hope, despite the timorous note and the non-committal speeches 
which were a feature of the Conference on the subject the other 
day, that the Metropolis will in the near future possess one 
worthy of both the Metropolis and of metropolitan Judaism. 
When this is accomplished, it will not be long before it will be 
difficult to find anyone quite able to realise how the Jewry of 
London ever managed without such a building. We bave spoken 
of the timorous note that pervaded some of the speeches at the 
Conference, and we would urge upon the promoters of the Com- 
munal Centre not to be content with a third-rate result to a 
first-class aspiration. If the Centre is to be a success, then 
this scheme must be worked out boldly and with something of 
idealism. If we are to bave a building identified as the Jewish 
Centre, then it must—or at least should—be a building to which 
any Jew can point with pride, and no apologetic makeshift. This 
may involve a little extra trouble to begin with, but we are certain 
that it would be trouble well expended. The vital part of the plan, 


to our way of thinking, is in the conception being carried out in a 
manner fully worthy of it.

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IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 


Our Rich. 


By Mentor. 


T seems useless to ask the community to travel by rail instead 
of by road, by train instead of by coach. Indeed, the analogy 
thus implied is, it strikes me, wofully lacking. I think the 
comparison between a fusty, musty London “growler" anda 

well-equipped Daimler car would be nearer the mark. The other 
day, at a station in an outlying district of London, I came across 
one of the four-wheeled cabs in which the jeunesse dorée of sixty or 
seventy years ago were wont to disport themselves, the hansom 
cab, full open to the atmosphere, being thought dangerous to their 
delicate complexions. The same equipage was chosen by proud and 
Stately city men who regarded a two wheeled vehicle as inconsistent 
with the dignity they maintained in stock ties and Wellington 
boots. The driver, I noted, was quite a young man, and I was 
interested in discovering why he was a cab driver and not a 
chauffeur. “Well, yer see, Guv'nor, it’s this way,” he explained. 
“My father, my grandfather and for aught I know different, my 
great grandfather before them, drove ‘osses and it'd come to me like 
slightin’ their memory if I threw up the reins and took to the 
wheel.” It seems to me that, sabconsciously, that is the philosophy 
of the community in regard to the various institutions it is called 
upon to uphold. It prefers the “growler” of constant deficit, 
of constant chaotic overlapping and collision, of redundant and 
unnecessary Organisations, of needless expense for administration, 
of superfluous Secretaries and extravagant purchasing of necessaries 
for the upkeep of the institutions, to the obviously better, 
more efficient, less costly, less cumbersome, less worrying method 
of the application of a little common sense organisation. And so 
the communal charity traflic is for ever bloeked. with lugubrions, 
clamsy appeals, one recklessly jostling the other, unless some 
by threats and imprecations get a way reserved for them, 
while all others have to be held up—a veritable hotch poteh of 
disarrangement that is the result of trying to drive a community 
of soine 500,000, by the same process as was even faulty when 
applied to a community of under ten thousand. 


Norwood. 


‘The most prominent victim at the moment of this utterly 
indefensible lack of system isthe Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum, 
The facts are rather above the average interest. The institution at 
Norwood, which bas developed out of otber institutions and is hence 
an amalgamation, has for a great number of years been regarded 
as one of the choicest charities of Anglo Jewry. There is abundant 
reason for the favouritism shown to it. It takes the place of father 
and mother to little children who have been bereft of their parents, 
helpless little mites thrown by circuimstances of death (and some 
worse) on the uncharted sea of life unon which, but for the Neve 
Tsedelk, they would simply bob about like corks upon te ocean until 
in but a little while some wave-swirl overwhelmed them and took 
them down to the vasty, unknown deep. How could such an institu. 
tion fail to appeal to Jewish hearts? How could Jews catlous!y and 
coldly stand by and see the disbanding of hundreds of happy little 
youngsters, see them turned away from the mothering and fathering 
by patient, careful, kindly Jews and Jewesses, with the best hope 
before them that they might be transformed into children of the 
State and have branded upon them the stain of pauperism through. 
out their lives? So Norwood, despite the communal anarchism, the 
effects of which it was compelled to share, managed for years to 
get home with its needs. 


But it bas found it increasingly difficult to do so, and now, with 
a great deficit, it has a comparatively small response, and those 
bundreds of orphans are in imminent danger. ‘The point of what 
IL have been writing is in the need that exists for some charity 
organisation in the metropolis. It is a subject to which I have 
frequently referred, and which has oceupied considerable editorial 
attention in the columns of the Jewish Chronicle. Its advantages, 
let me say once again, have been proved in America, and the plea 
that what suite America would not suit England was knocked to 
smithereens by the excellent move initiated in Birmingham, the 
results of which were fully explained in an article contributed by 
him to the Jewish Chronicle Supplement for March last by the 
able and respected minister there, the Kev. Dr. A, Cohen. 


The purpose of charity organisation, or rather the organisation 
of charitable effort, is primarily to rope in—as the term goes—the 
vast number of members of our community, who are inaccessible 
to the average appeal and are unknown to the usual appealers. 
There is no need for me to explain what organisation of the sort 
I have referred to is capable of accomplishing, because I have done 
so more than once in the past, and the proof of its value is given 
both in the American record of eharitable endeavour there, and in 
the article by Dr. Cohen to which I have alluded. But its necessity 
has recently grown much more urgent tham it was before the 
disaster of 1914 burst upon the world. 
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Old Rich and New. 


One effect of that dire calamity has been that many of those who 
were wealthy beyond the dreams of avarice are to-day finding it 
difficult to maintain the position in life to whichthey were born, and 
to which they have been used all their years. It was this class that 
was in the main relied upon for the support of such institutions as 
Norwood. Today it can be relied upon mo mora, because the 
difference in income which this classis receiving, as compared with 
pre-war times, prevents them—speaking humanly—from sparing 
as much to charity as was once the case. This is not the whole 
truth of the matter, because naturally there are other considera- 
tions. There is the rise in price of necessarics that makes the 
income of the class to which I have referred, relatively less, as well 
as actually s0, as compared with what it was some nine years ago; 
and on the other hand the needs of our Communal establishments 
like that at Norwood are relatively much greater. Cannot these 
institutions, then, be supported ? 


Well, while the war caused so many who were once in the 
position I have described to become somewhat cramped 
for means, it also caused others who when the war broke out 
belonged to a much poorer, and even to the poor, class 
to become wealthy bevond the imagination of indigence. And it 
is as much remarked that few of these new rich subscribe to the 
support of our charities as it used to be remarked how the same 
naimes of our old rich occurred and recurred in every list. Here then 
isa vast field for the organisation of charitable effort. But itis 
not the only one. There are, as | have insistently contended, 
hundreds upon hundreds of our people who are neither old rich 
nor new rich, but who are just comfortably placed and who never, 
year in.and year out, give a donation to any of our charities. Ido 
not believe that thereasonoftheir retentiveness iseithberindifference 
to the claims of the poor, or callousness to the needs of the 
needy. I think it is to some extent accountable to the fact 
that many of these people cannot afford large individual donations 
and find it inimical to their interests to give simall ones. That 
difficulty would be remedied by an organisation which would collect 
donations to the charity organisation fund. and then distribute the 
total received proportionately. Yet, again, there are many others 
who can afford intinttely more than they vow give to the various 
institutions for which the community is responsible. An organisa. 
tion of charitable effort would set upacoinmittee, which would map 
out the Metropolis into sections for personal canvass, or persoual 
attention of some sort or another. ‘This [ am certain would, in

very many instances, induce a far more liberal response than is 
now made voluntarily. 


Here I will break off, because my purpose is not to enter into 
any lengthy disquisition as to what an organisation of charitable 
effort would probably accomplish, It is rather to employ the 
example which Norwood affords of the urgent need of the com- 
munity in this respect adopting a means of locomotion a little less 
obsolete and ancient than the “growler,’ in which our ancestors 
were wont to travel. 


OUR KIDDIES. 


Pcrusing the donations that have reached me during this last fort- 
night, I have been greatly saddened. For the conclusion has been forced 
upon me that for some reason or another many folks are arranging to take 
a very limited holitay this year. I gather that is so, because I cannot 
believe that anyone will have failed to adopt the suggestion that was 
made to me, and which I laid before my readers, that everyone 
should send for the Kiddies’ holidays ten shillings for each week 
for which they are contemplating holidays of their own.

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Obituary. 
THe Hon. SIMON WOLF (Washington). 


The death is annomnced, tn the elghty-seventh year of hia age, of the 
Hon. Simon Wolf, of W ‘shington, who was formany years an outstanding 
figure in American Jewry. tHe passed away suddenly at the Royal 

Palace Hotel, Atlentic City, where he 


arrived a fow weeks ago accompanied by 
Mrs. W if, and where be intended spending 
the summer, 


Simon Wolf first saw the light in a 
small in Bavaria called Hiogwetler, 
where he was born in 1836. He received 
his early education ta Germany, aod in 
1848 roigrated with bis parents aad grand- 
parents to America. He was said to have 
become a personal friend of every Preaiient 
of the United States frou Abraham Lincoln 
to the present holder of the high office, 
and was appointed to 1881, by President 


Garfield, Misister for the United States to 
Egypt. He had been previvusly app inated 
R corder of Deeds for the district of 
Columbia by PresidentGrant. The deceased 
wasa lawyer with Very extensive practice 
in Washington, and iaterested him-<elf 
; in every brinch of Jewish activity, 
The Hon, Simon Wolf, partcalarly philaathropic, ta America. He 

is said to have claimed to have prevented 

the rejection of as many asa hundred and twenty-five thousand 
immigrants who were in danger of b ing sent beck on arrival, but for 
whow he intervened, and ia most cases became personal surety. He 
Was the author of several books, among them “Tne American Jew as 
Patriot, Soldier, and Citizen,’’ a biog-aphy of Noah who founded the 
famous city of refoge for Jews, and which he called Ararat -one of the 
very earliest efforts ia Jewish colonitation—a bography of © rmmo tore 
U. P. Levy, and a book on “ Toe Presidents | have K sown from 1890-1918." 

From contemporary, the Jewish Ercponent, we call the foilowing 
interesting details of Simon Wolf's reimurk«bie career: 

It was in the gr at West that Simon Wolf begin his first struggles for 
existence, and it is from the aggressive, liberal aud enterpri-ing spirit that 
prevailed there then that Wolf drew his first tnep ration of Aimerican life, 
His beginning was sufficiently bumble. In the little town of Uricheville, 
Ohio, be acted as clerk and cashier in the «store of his uncles, Abraham 
and Elias Wolf, wioare pow two well-known citizens of Phila leiphia. 
Subsequently he succeeded them in the business, Bat Wolf was not cut 
ont fora merchant. In the genera! crash of 1857 he fatied in business. 
With characteristic honour and energy, he resumed business aod paid 
every one of his creditorsia full. For two years afterward he continued 
his career as merchant, and then, althorgh merried aud with a fainily to 
support, decided upon momentons cosnoge. He would become a 


lawyer. 
AS LAWYER. 


A singular experience, perhaps had s »mething to do with this decision. 
Seven years b fore, when onty in his atxteeath vear, he was called ag a 
witness to testify in an imp soft involving 50,00 d liars. For threes 
days he was on the stand, undergotng the riwid cr »8-» Xxamination of a 
skilfal attorney, the now celebrated Hon. John A. Bingsam,ofOht» All 
the ingenuity and skill of tne adv Cite was spentin breaking dowa young 
Woit's testimony, butia vain. Finalty Mr. Biegham, in baffled admira- 
tion, rose and said to the court: “ May it please Your Honor, this is the 
most remarkab'e boy that | have ever seen. He will someday be a great 
man.”’ 

Whether this incident had any iofluencein shaping his determination 
or not, it was apparent that his dispo-ittion and talents destined him fora 
larger career than thatof a cou itry Storekeep sr. So he broke loose fevm 
his surroundings and entered the Law School at Clevetand, Onio, 
graduated in the winter of 1869-61, and was admitted to the Barat Mouat 
Vernon, Onto, on the day the ficst betthe of Bull Rua was fonght. 

He began his law practice in New Phiiad-Iphia, Ohio, as a member 
of the law firm of Neely aod Wolf, ta Jane, 13961, aod eortided there for 
one year. But the times were too stirring to permitof Wolfs concentrating 
hie entira attentivu apm the law. Tae R:ovition nat brokea ont, and 
Wolf's patriotism was stirred. He vo'datevrel to enter the service of 
the Union, and was eclected Q 1arterm «ster of the 51st Voluateers, 
commanded by Colonel Staniey Mutthews, sahbs qiently Jasice of the 
United States Supre ms Conrt. Thong» selected to this position, Mr. 
Wolf was not accepted into the army, owing to hts imperfect sight, from 
which defect he recently als» saff rod a severe accident. Then (ia Jaly 
of 1862) he went to Washington, D.C., to secure a position in the Civil 
Service of the Government. 

When he entered the city of his fatare residence, there was af least 
one point of similarity between the town and the m sa—both contrined 
within themselves great possibilities; but the aciual realitios were then 
in both cases extremely meagre. Washirgton was a mud village of 
“magnificent distances,” fall of dast aad dirt, without tramways or 
sewerage, without shade or prvements, Wolf was a forlorn stranger, 
withous means, but fuil of ambirion. 

Hie first visit was to the great Secretary of War, Stanton, to whom 
he had a letter of introductton, Stanton looked at him with his 
cold yet humane eyes and, like Abernethy, grvffly said: “ Wett?” 
Wolf told him of his @esire to enter the d partment. Stanton 
bluntly said: “If you are a man, stay ont. If you are not, 
I have no use for you.” These words sounded cold and hard in 
Wolf’s ears then, but they were, as he subsquently recognised, the 
trnest and wisest that could have been uttered. Thiok of his broad, 
generous spirit shut op in 4 department, pouriag over books of account, 
fossilised in one of the governmental offices, or, like one of its diogy 
records, covered with the dust of stagnation, and all his generous 
instincts dying out, uoutilsed. It was indeed fortusate that Woit’s 
were pot realised. He host the office, but be made a life-long friend. is 
relations with Stanton were hevecforth of the most friend! 9 watare, aed 
notwithstanding his first disappointment in him, he learned to honour and 
respect him and to 4 
sacrifices Stanton rendered to the nation. 

‘IN OFFICE. 


Fora few months Wolf was without ocempation, but flaally joined 


his f ith Captain A. Hart, who had resigoed from the army, and 
formed tHe law fiem of Wolf and Hart, Pravtioe soon came 
to them, and they entered upon a large and inerative business, enjoying 
deservedly the contidence of clieats, courts, and all branches of the 
Government with which they were broughtintocontact. This was inter- 
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the tavatuabie services and the great 


rupted in April, 1869, when Wolf entered upon the discharge of duties ag 
Reeorder of Dowia many subseqient years, the important polltical 
offices which he held drew him away from the practice of his profession, 
It wae not (with the « xception of the comparatively brief interval from 
1878 to 1881) neti! 1882 that he again resumed active practice. He agaig 
burit np an extensive law business, aod by reason of his widely extended 
repritation and the high esteem in which he ta held erjoysthe confidence 
Of a large clientéle. The firm is now Woit and Cohen, the latter gentle- 
heing Mr. Wolf's son-in-law. 

Ruch is a brief account of Mr. Wolf's mercantile and legal career, 
With this iargely personal and private element the life of the average 
man ends; with Mr, Wolf it but begins, 


POLITICAL CAREER, 


Whilst still restding in the little town of Urichsville, Wolf developed a 
decided taste for Alroady in 1854, although a mere boy, heb came 
& rampanut youog Democrat, althuugh that party then was and sti: isin the 
minority ia that vicinage. The first national political eontest that Wolf 
Witnessed was the Bachanan-Fiémont canmpatyn in 1856 Buchanan, 
the Democratic nominee, was elected Presid+ nt; bat the publican» had 
been successfial in Urichavilie, aad determined to draw thete morsel of 
comfort from this fact, and anger the otherwise triumphant Ds mocracy. 
A Shon ball was gotten up and venisoa to regalo the guests amply 
provided, 

Wolf, then only twenty years old, with an energy and liberality that 
ever afterward characterised him, determined to «teal the enemy's 
thunder. He got up a ball of hia own, invited the D mocracy of the 
Whele county, sent fifty miles away for miuasic, one pbundred miles for 
oysters and fireworks, He spent 1,500 doliara on the affrir, but he gave 
it with brilliant effect on the sane evening as the Republicans were to 
have their jabilee. What afterward beciume a State anecdote oerurred 
there: Dr. Brisbune, Cnairmaa of the connty Dermocracy, pr po-ed the 
following toast: “ Whilst the Republicans are feasting on dread vcnison, we 
are enjoying the hoapitality of a living Wolf.” 

Mr. Wolf went in 1860 as atternate delegate to the National 
Democratic Convention that met first in Charleston, Senth Carolina, 
and subsequently in Baltimore. la the latter city the giants of the 
Democratic Party were assembled, although many of the celegates from 
the Southern States had withdrawao. Mr. Wolf there received his first 
great lesson in politics; but it was a sad one: passion, not patriotism, 
ruled the hour. Donglas and Breckenridge were nominated, and this 
constituted the prelude te the graat drama that ws to foliow. 

When the war broke out Wolf jsinelthe Republicin party, of which 
he has always since been a stauach and bold, though not a subservient, 
rember. 

His settiement in Washington bronght him in direct contact with the 
leading minds of the nation. His bright and genial disposition made him 
a host of friends, and his influence with them has always been utilised 
for the benefit of his coreligionisats. Liocoin, Grant, Seward, Stanton, 
Chase, and Stephen A. Dong as were only a few of the many great men 
with whom he walxed on terme of friend'y intimacy 

It was after Douglas had been nominated for the Presidency that 
Judah P. Benj made his meamorabie attack on him in the Senate. 
While still soff ring from the sharp. stinging words that Benjamin knew 
well how to utter, Douglas met Wolf, and laying his hand on hi= shoulder 
he said calmly: “As teoog as I have snch trae Jews as you, Greenebaum, 
and Peixotto for friends, | cire not whats the renegale Jew says.” 

In 1868 he took an active part in Grant's first campaign for the Presi- 
dency. It was then thatthe infamous Order N ». 11, wnicu ordered Jewish 
traders to leave the army, was being used agiinstGrant. This order, as 
in the Boston fdrertiser and repubished everywhere, was 
attributed to Grant. Wolf had imvestigited the matter, ascertained that 
Grant was not the author of it, aad thorough!y ventilated the subject 
before the conntry, thereby lifting the oliaml trom Grant and placing if, 
where it properly belo: ged, and his now been satisfactorily established, 
on the shoulders of his <ubordinates, 

It wae previons to this, in 1854, while the passions of the war were 
still running hich and pr: jotice againgt the Jows had been excited that 
Ratler tolegraywhed: “Captured seventy mules, three hundred. rebels, 
fifty contraban ‘ts, and three Jews.” This coarse libe! disgaste? al! intelli- 
gent men, and Wolf indigniatly wrote ia defence of the p:triotism of the 
Jews, which was pubifened in the New York Frening lost and copied 
extensively. William Callen Bryant, then editor of the Post, spoke of it 
as & masterpiece of Ciction. 

It was in Apri!, 186), while he was absentin New York, that, without 
his knowledge or solrermation, President Grant appotnted Mr. Wolf to the 
responsible office of Recorder of Deeds for the District of Columbia. 
Previous to this he had for twu years served as trustee of the public 
schools, aud without remuneration devoted time and money to the 
advancement of general education. When the appointment to the office 
of Recorder of Deeds came, he had secured a lucrative practice in his 
profession, and was loth to snrrender this for the hi zirlous chances of 
political preferment. Bat when he «uscursiined that protests had been 
filled against his confirm «tion because of his being a Jew, he hesitated no 
longer. He fought the bittle and won, Car! Scburz, Hannibal Hamlin, 
and John A. Biugham, toward the latter of whom, in 1554, he had proved 
guch an ivwpregnable witness, were ainong the leaders who advocated his 
cause and hbrou sht it to a successful issue. 

The office was in many respsets congenial to one of Mr. Wolf's tem- 
perament. The routine work was not severe, the income considerable, 
and gave him a free footing to engage to that work of philanthropy, of 
humane service to his fellow-men, of advancing the welfare and standing 
of his coreligionists, which he loved most dearly. Ilis official position 
enabled bim to use his influence te excetlent advante ce, ard his intimacy 
with Grant, and the implicit confidence which the lresident reposed in 
him was uneelfishly utilised for noble purposes. lTlundreds of app int- 
ments, releases of minors from the army, pardons for innecent men who 
had been improperly convicted, were granted at Mr. Wolf's instance. 
He asked for nothing in reason that was not granted, for Grant knew 
that it was done frum pore motives and at the sacrifice of means 
and energy. It was through Mr. Wolf's influence that Benjamin. 
Puixotto was appointed Consal-General to Rumania, and was enabied to 
perform his excellent service for the oppressed Jews of that country. It 
can also now be stated that the Rumanian mission could pot have been 
sustained had it not been for Mr. Wolt’s efforts, by which he induced the 
Order B’nat B'rith, agaiast the protests of iis leaders, on two occasions to 
send money to Pefxotto. Wolf started the movement in his own lodge 
(Efijah Lodge»), then in Gideon Lodge, in Albany, N.Y., whero he was 
asstated by his friend, Hon. 8. W. Rosendale. Congress was then for the 
first time, indoced to appropriate an annual; salary for the Censulate. 
Nor weté pecaniary 4ifficuléies the only ones to »vergome im connection 
witt fhe miaston. Russidah fofinendéd at Wakhington tried to effect 
Petxotto’s immediate recall, and it was du@to Mr, Wolf's influence with 
Secretary Fist that this ambi pt was frustrated. 

Similarly, the retention of Colonel Matt{Rews as Consul to Tangiers, 
where he has been of great service to the Mppressed Jews in Morocco, 
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was due to Mr. Wolf's carnestness In his behalf. The only Jew ever 
appointed as Superintendent over Indian Affairs was Dr. H. Bendel, of 
Albany, who was sent to Arizona throngh Mr. Wolf's working for him, 
and proved himself a very excellent official. Gen. E. 8. Solomon owed 
hie appointment as Governor of Washington Territory to Mr. Wolf. In 
1870, Mr. Wolf's hand can be seen ia the then successfal effort made by 
the Usited States Government to induce Russia to revoke the nukase 
banishing the Jews from Bessarabia; also in the order stopping the 
@Xportation of arms to France during the Franco-Prussian War. These 
are but illustrations of the generous and public-spirited activity which 
Wolf displayed at this period. His hospita'ity was magnificent; his 
home a centre where men and women of high character and renowa 
gathered, and “ Hotel Woif” became widely known throughout the country. 

-The nine years that Mr. Wolf occupied the office of Recorder of Deeds 
(April, 1859-May, 1878) were among the happiest of his life. When he 
retired from the office, which by his efforts and zeal he had raised toa 
standard of perfection that it had never before attained, it occasioned @ 
very general and sincere feeling of regret. The Washington bar and the 
bankers and brokers of that city publicly thanked him for his valuable 
Services, 

When Mr. Wolf again resumed his law practice he was without 
clients and without means, other than his integrity, his splendid and 
extended reputation, and his indomitable piuck and energy. But with 
these he soon recovered the ground he had lost while holding office. His 
retirement to private life, however, was to be only of brief duration. In 
July, 1881, President Garfield appointed Wolf Consul-General to Egypt. 
itis was the last comrbiasion that the lamented Garfield ever signed. 

Consul-General Wolf left for Egypt om the ninth day of July, 1881, 
and spent nearly a year in that country. He was the first of that series 
of American Jews who have distingnished themselves in the diplom itic 
service of the Usion which includes such men as Oscar R. Straus, and 
the present minister to Turkey. Solomon Hirsch. While in Egypt buta 
short time, Wolf was atill able to perform valuable services, as can be 
seen from an examination of the official archives of the Government. 
The inhabitants of Catro and Alexandria still remember with pleasure 
Wolf's sojoarn among them. Whilst there he laid the foundation for the 
s’nai B'rith lodge now established in Alexandria, and of the achools that 
‘ourish uoder its auspices. In May of 1882, Mr. Wof left Egypt of his 
own accord and with the consent of the State Department, and returned 
to this country. This ended Mr. Wolf's official tenure under the United 
States Government, and leads to the consideration of the last and most 
devoted —perhaps bis greatest—field of usefulness. 


WORK FOR JEWS AND JUDAISM, 


The deceased once described himself as a Republican in politics; in 
nationality an American ; io progressive religion and humane philanthropy 
aJdew. Throughout bis long and splendid career he so identified himself 
with his people that he was generally known as “The American Jew 
Wolf.” lle raised countiess monies for charitable efforts, and was the 
‘founder of more than one Home for the Aged aod for Orphans of the 
Jewish faith. He was ever foremost as a supporter of the idea of “ union 
in Israe!,” and has taken part in every movementio that direction. He 
Was a promioeot member of the B' vai Brith, to the development of which 
16 devoted his untiring energy. Not alone in the Uaited States, but in 
sorld-wide Jewry, the name of Simon Wolf was for many years revered 
aS that of one of the outstanding of living Jews. 


“ DADDY.” 


A large circle of friends and admirers will learn with profound regret 
of the death of Mr. Lionel D. Walford, who passed away in bis seventieth 
year, after several moaoths of suffering. The deceased took an abiding 
interest in the affairs of the West London Synagogue, of which he was 
& mmber. He served on the Council, and was also a Warden. But Mr. 
Walford will be chiefly remembered for the deep and kiodly interest 
he manifested in the Jewish soldiers and particularly in the “ Judeans.” 
No work was too much for him; no labour was too strenuons that was 
calculated to add to the comfort of the lads who went out to fight for 
the country, and whom be sosplendidly “ fathered ” as to earn universally 
among them the beloved name of “Daddy.” The military authorities 
thought very highly of his work, and he was commended for it from 
the very highest quarters. Only last Rosh Hashanah, on arriving 
at Sypagogue, he noticed among the congregation an oid soldier, one of the 
Greenwich pensioners, in his well-known uniform. He immediately 
made the man’s acquaintance, and after service proudly took him to 
nis home, where he entertained him with all the thoughtful hospitality 
which was so conspicuous 4 trait with him. His genial, happy disposi- 
tion and his friendly greeting to all, will long be recollected. The deceased 
married Miss Merton, who predeceased him, and he leaves two daughters, 
Mrs. L. Freedm«n and Mrs, C. Asher, to mourn his loss. 

Prayers will be read at the residence of the deceased, 6, St. John’s 
Wood Road, to-morrow (Saturday) evening, at half-past eight, the funeral 
being at the cemetery of the West London Synagogue, Golders Green, for 
which it will start from the above address at hailf-past eleven to-day. 


GENERAL BLOCH (Paris.) 


The death bas just occurred at Marseilles, of General Bloch. Before 
the war, the deceased wasin command of a division which was com prised 
in the garrison of Paris. He beld a command at the beginning of the war, 
until he was retired in consequence of advancing years. 


A CORRESPONDENT writes: Mr. C. L. Samson, solicitor, formerly a 
President of the Incorporated Law Society, died on the 8th inst., aged 70, 
1nd bis death has been followed by that of bis son, Captain W. L. Samson, 
D.F.C., late KR.N.A.5. and R.A.F., barrister, who served in the war and 
died on 12th inst, Mr, ©. L. Samson was Law Society’s prizeman and 
Stephen Heelis gold medallist, and was admitted a solicitor in 1874, 
After serving as President of the Manchester Law Society, he was 
successively Vice-President (1911-12), and President (1912-13), of the 
[ucorporated Law Society, and was a member of the Council till bis death. 
Captain William Leopold Samson, his eldest son, was educated at 
Charterhouse and Magdalen, Oxford. He was called to the Bar by the 
Middle Temple ia 1907, and went to the North: ra Circuit. Oa the outbreak 
of the war he joined as a lieutenant tn the K.N.V.R., and was attached 
and transferred to the R.N.A.S8., and later to the R.A.F. At the Front 
he served continuousiv as an aeroplane observer in France, the 
Dardanelles, German East Africa, Italy, and Palestine, and for hia 
services and bis bravery in several bomb attacks he was awarded the 
Distinguished Flying Cross. Mr. Samson’s second son is Air-Commodore 
O. R Samson, R.N., C.M.G., D.S.0., A.F.C., who made the first sea- 
plane experiments, the first cross-country night flights, and the first 
ascent from the deck of a warship while steaming. His third soa, Major 
F. R. Samson, O.B.E., served in the R.N.A.S. andthe R.A.F. ; his fourth 
son, P. E. Samson, Liverpool Regiment, was killed inactionin 1918. The 
family is of Jewish origin, |

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Proposed Communal Centre. 


SUCCESSFUL PRELIMINARY CONFERENCE. 


A conference, convened by the London Lodge of the B'nai B'rith, for 
the purpose of c nsidering the establisnment of a communal centre for 
London, waa he.d at the Hotel Great Central on Tuesday evening. Lhe 
following delegates attended : 

Mrs. A. Eichholz and Mrs. E. Lesser (Union of Jewish Women), Messrs. 
H.S. Q. Henriques, K.C., and Isidore Salmon, LC C. Deputies), 
Joseph Greenbanm and M. G. Liverman (B'nai Brith), Donald Coben and 
Arthur Joseph (The Maecabeans). J. Pray and L.. P. Jacobs ( Anglo Jewish Aaso- 
ctation), Phiiip Samuel and w.S. Li-sack «Union of Jewish Li erary Societies), 
Joseph Van Gelder ( Association of Jewish Fi iendly Socie ies), D) Chechanoveraud 
A. Michaelson (Ben Uri Art Society), J. Me tec Jewish Religious Education 
Board), aud Albert Jacobs Wewish Historical Society). Messrs. Atex. J. Cohen, 
B.5c., and Maurice Myers, of the b’ve: B'rith, acted as Hon. Secretaries. 


A memorandum prepared by the convenors was circulated among the 
delegates. The memorandum states: 

The need of a enitable communal centre for metropolitan Jewry has long 
been felt, and lately insistent pubi c expression has been piven to this defect in 
our organisation. * Homelessness’ is the dominant characteristic of all our 
leading organisations. With the exception of Jews’ College, all these bodies are 
forced to meet in novdescript locals, an undignified proceeding which is un 
worthy of the size and prestige of the community. There are a number cf 
metropolitan Jewish organisations which have unsatisfactory office accommo. 
dation and unsuitable headquarters. 

The possible uses of the proposed building are given inier alia: 

(a) There would be a place where communal! organisations could meet in 
dignity, in comfort and, above all, in Jewish surroundings; (4) there would 
be a centre where Jewish bodies could locate their offices and headquarters ; 
(¢,) such @ grouping would make for communal cohesion and closer co-operation ; 
(d) the pootog of secretarial services would be one of several economies which 
would be possible ; (e) it would be easier to avoid the inconvenient clashing of 
communal meetings when they are all noder one roof; (f) the Centre might 
house a Jewish Jibrary, art gallery, museum, avd communal archive; (4) it 
could provide permanent club ro ms for bodies like the Maccabeans and the 
hi’nei B'rith, and apartments suitable for private Jewish entertainments: 
(4) by the provision of a recognised’ meeting-piace, the social amenities of 
metropolitan Jewry would be eubanced ; (i) accommodation could be provided 
for the holding of religious services on High Festivals: (7) generally, the 
Centre would stand as a visible and worthy monument to the religious, 
charitable, and social aetivities of a great community. 

If the Centre is to fulfil these purposes, the minimam accommodation 
that would be required would be: (a) A large meeting-hall capable of accom. 
modating several hundred persons; (/) a small ball with seating for 200; ic) at 
least two committee-rooms: id) two suites of club-rooms available for private 
entertainments when not otherwise required; (¢; a general entertainment anite 
with large dining-room and kitchens; (/) several suites of offices; and (g) the 
necessary reside tial accommodation. 

Me. JOSEPIL GREENBAUM, President of the B'nai weleomed 
the delegates. He said that the Lodge had merely taken the initiative in 
the matter in the interests of the community. He proposed the election 
of Major Isidore Salmon as Chairman of the Conference. 

Major I. SALMON explained that although representing the Deputies, 
that body had not had an opportunity of considering the scheme, and 
must not be taken as baving acquiesced in it because he occupied the 
Chair. They owed a ccep debt of gratitude to the promoters of the 
scheme. Two essentials were necessary to be considered. Assuming 
_ they agreed as to the desirability of having a Jewish communal centre 
for London, they must next be satisficd that they cou!d obtain sufficient 
income to cover the expenditure. A number ofa ternative suggestions had 
been put forward, and they would peed ail the thought they could bring to 
bear upon their consideration. What they really needed was a small 
disused hotel which might provide the number of rooms essentiai for 
Such a centre. 

Mr. ALBERT JACOBS (Jewish Historic! Society) said that the Society 
was satisfactorily housed at University College and could not be expected 
to participate actively, although it was sympathetic. 

Mr. M.S. Lissack (Union of Jewish Literary Socicties) said that he 
represented Dr. Charlies Myers, whe was unable to be present. He 
recalled the proposals put forward by Dr. Myers as to a Jewish Lnstitute 
where the literary and educational activities of the community could be 
concentrated, and the Union was favourable to the scheme in so far as it 
embodied those proposals. 

Mr. J. MELLER (Jewish Religious Education Board) said that he was 
heartily in sympathy with the objects of the conference. He agreed 
with the Chairman that thev shonld proceed on busivess lines, 

Mr M.G LIverRMAN (B'nai P'rith) said that he shared the view that 
it would be dangerous to set cut too early on an ambitious scheme, and 
he favoured the renting of an hotel which could b> converted to their 
own use. He thought many other bodies than those represented would 
come in later. He regretted that the War Memorial had not sent dele- 
gates. He thonght that if they agreed on the general principle they ’ 

oceed by questionnaire. 
PR igio-Jew sh Association) said that they could not 
prejucgs the sc.eme without submitting it first to the parent bodies. 
He viewed the idea with very great approval. and would gladly support 
the scheme if it was submitted to his Assoctation in a practical form. 

Mra. A. KICHHOLZ (Union of Jewish Women) said that Mrs. Lesser and 
herself were there on behalf ot the Uvion of Jewish Women ina watching 
cupacity and wonld report back to their Tix cu'live.,.

PROTEST FROM THE CHAZANIW. 


The following letter has been addressed to the Chief Rabbi by the 
Rev. D. Klein, President of Chacanim Association : 


DEAR Dr. HERTZ,—I am requested to inform you that at a fully 
representative meeting of Chacantm held recently the following resolu- 
tlon was unanimovuu-ly passed : 

“ Resolved, that a letter be sent tothe Chief Rabbi strongly protesting 
against hia attitude in consenting to convene and preside at a conference 
of preachers to consider matters of synag«gal and communal! interest, in 
which the (hazanim are not invited to take part.” 

The Chazanim in the past, individually and collectively, have failed 
neither in their duty to their congregations nor in their responsibilities to 
the community atlarge. There is hardly asingle public institution where 
the welfare and interests of Jewish inmates are concerned where the 
Chaczanim have not willingly taken their fair share of thc work involved. 
In many congregations where there is no preacher the sole responsibility 
of guiding the congregation, teaching the young, and the carrying out of 
all other kindred activities devolves eutirely upon the Chacan. 

In deciding matters placed before you in the past, your opinion has 
been guided by the traditious of your predecessor. It is strange, there- 
fore, that in this instance you have entirely deviated from the policy and 


attitude of the late revered Dr. Hermann Adier beseey, As servants ofthe 


community, the Chasanim have always been & *DT™ and have placed 
commupal harmony anid mutual friendship in the forefront of their 
endeavours. The proposed conference is calculated to create and 
perpetuate feelings of an entirely opposite nature, and we are desirous 
of placing on record our view, thafa very grave responsibility will rest 
upon the shoulders of those through whose ageucy this unfortunate state 
of affairs will have been brought about. I am sending a copy of this 
letter to the Jewish Press.

Union of Jewish Women. 


THE VIENNA CONGRESS. 


A meeting of the Conncil of the Union of Jewish Women was held on 
Monday at the residence of Mrs. C. Y. Henriques, Oxford Square, for the 
purpose of hearing reports of the delegates who attended the recent 
Congress of Jewish Women at Vienna. Mrs. EICHHOLZ, President, was 
in the Chair. 

The PRESIDENT said that it was impossible to pay too high a tribute 
to the women of the American Council who led the Congress for their 
energy and enthusiasm and wonderful generosity. The Congress con- 
sisted of ninety delegates from twenty countries. She described the 
programme of the Congress, and said that the labours of the delegates 
were very arduous. One realised what immense eff rts had been thrown 
into the work in Eastern Europe, and how small bad been the English 
contribution in comparison. One outcome of the Congress was a proposal 
that a general council of Jewish women from various countries should be 
formed. 

" Mrs. M. A. SPIELMAN described the work of the section dealing with 
work among the echiidren, especially the orphans, She paid a tribute to 
the great work of Mrs. Anita Miller Kobn. 

Mrs. Mopew referred to the work for Jewish maternity and infant 
welfare. She emphasised the value of the Congress in promoting 
solidarity among Jewish women from all parts :f the world. 

Mr. S. COHEN gave an account of the work of the section dealing with 
the protection of girls and women, and emphasised the terrible results of 
present conditions in Eastern l’urope. One va'urble feature of the 
gathering was the opportunity which it provided of meeting workers who 
had previously been known only through correspondence. 

It was resolved to accept in principle the proposal to co-operate in a 
genert! council.

These are its traditional teachings, its principles, its 
commands, its customs and observances which originate from Sinai, 
Which were the same yexster tay, are the same to-day, and must be the 
Bawe to-morrow, With these sigus aod tokeus there must be no tampering, 
no selection of some and rej ction of others, Tue Jewish standard. 
bearer is to be loyal to all of them, for they are ali the commands of his 
Divine Superior. Failure to carry them out in their totality leads to 
insubordination. The safety of the camp is endangered. The general 
life of the community is weakened spiritualiy. Tuus it vehoves ¢ very 
Jew to watch over the camp in the sawe dauntiess spirit and with the 
fame loving devotion as characterised our fathers. 

On the East side of the camp of old were the three tribes of Judab, 
Issachar, and Zebuiuo. Judah typified strenyth, loyalty, enthusiasm, 
“Judah is a lion's wie'p” (Genesis xitx. Is«sachar typified learviug, 
knowledge, Torah. Zebuiun typified Iberality, generosity, charity. 
Zebulua was the man of trade and commerce, who dispensed charity to 
evabe his brother Issachar to porsue his study of the Torah. These 
three tribes are types of those three qualitics which are the essential 
bases of a strong aod healthy Jewish camp. Happy the community 
which cau boast of the enthusiast for all great Jewish canses, which can 
sbow forth its men of Jewish learni: ¢ and culture, and which can point 
with pride to its meu of charity and g od works! 

And it is because these three tribes of Judah, Issachar, and Zebulnun 
embodied these three great qualities that their p'ace was on the East 
side of the camp.

STEW the gooseberries with very little water, and sufficient sugar to 
sweeten, until they are soft. Cut the sponge cakes iuto thin slices. 
Live the bottom and sides of a pudding basin with sponge cake, then 
pour ion a good layer of the stewed gooseberries, Fill the basin with 
alternate layers of cake and gooseberries until the basin is full, having 
Bponge cake for the top layer. Cover with a saucer, put a weight on top, 
and leave until the nextday.

CXC —A Unique Educational Experiment. 
My Cousin, 


One sometimes comes across a singular aspect of the Jewish Question 
in one or other corner of the world, away from the centre of the stage. 
Lithuania is a case in point, and from one point of view the present 
position of the Jews in that country is perhaps unique. It is conditioned 
by the fact that in Lithuania Jews are regarded as a separate nationality. 
To an English citizen this may not appear quite clear, for an Englishman 
has been accustomed to look upon a country, or rather his own country, 
as composed of citizens of one and the samo nationality. England has 
been fortunate in this respect; from the earliest times it has tended to 
become a centralised State. To a certain extent the development of 
France has been similar. But when one thinks of the hundred and one 
petty principalities of eighteenth-century Germany, it is not dificult to 
realise that one country, possessing a language of its own, may yet have 
a number of political entities within its borders. In past ages these separate 
units wero more or less independent; to-day they are members of the body 
politic, and it is one of the most dificult problems cf statesmanship to 
regulate the interests of these groups in such a fashion as to make them 
serve the general well-being of the commcnwealth. You may find this 
problem in all the new Statesandin many of the old States of Central and 
South-Eastern Europe in Rumania, in the Serb-Croat and Slovene 
Kingiom, in Czecho-Slovakia, in Poland, and in Lithuania. Half the 
troubles of Europe spring from this fundamental fact. In Poland it is 
the root of all political dissension and of much of the economic 
instability. In Lithuania it has, perhaps, been settled most satisfactorily. 

Three main social groupsare tobe found in Lithuania: the peasantry, 
who form the bulk of tho population, the landowners, who were Poles, 
and the Jews, who comprise the commercial and professional classes. 
When the now Siate took shape and form, the p2asints lacked the leader- 
ship of edecated men, and until Russian ofi:ials who are L'thuanians 
gradually returnol to their native soi), the Jews he!ped in shaping the 


destinies of the new country. The Polish land>wners were looked up dn: 


as aliens; their estates were seizxd by the peasints, and thoy themselves 
fled. A certain Gorman clement also remained in the couatry, but its 
influence was not great. Tho samo applies to the White Lussians. 

The Lithuanian politicians realised that if the new S:ate was to 
progress, it would be essential to cons»lidate all its forces, They set 
about, therefore, in the interests of Lithuania as a whole, to weld together 
the different and differing clements in the land. In a part of the world 
where nationality and citizenship aro not necossir ly identical, it was 
only natural that each group of people shou!d b> expected to retain its 
nationality and yet enjoy citizenship. The Germanelement in Lithuania 
was given specia! national rights —its own schools and free.lom of worship. 
Tho Jews were treated in the same way. Tho policy of the new State 
was to satisfy the demands of the groups within it, and so unify them. 

Under the old Russian regimo assimilationist tendencies among Jews 
had received every encouragement, both directly at the hands of tho 
authorities and indirectly aided by circumstances. Uader tho new 
conditions there was no scope for assimilation. Assimilation before was 
Russian in character. Now Russian had tobeeschewed. Tho languageof 
Lithuania is Lithuanian, but the Germans might speak German, and the 
Jews their language. What was the language of the Jews? Pre- 
dominantly Yiddish, but to a certain extent also Hebrew. A striking 
phenomenon manifested itself among the Jews of Lithuania, who, it must 
be remembered, form something like a quarter of the total population, if 
not more. Lithuanian Jewry was forced by the stress of circumstances 
to form a composite whole. Assimilationist Jews, who before only spoke 
Russian and whose outlook was entirely Russian, had now to throw in 
their lot with the ultra-orthodox Jews who had been brought upin Ghettds. 
There is nothing t> compare with it in modern times. There is no 
country in Earope and America where Jews became a solid group as was 
the case in Lithuania. Assimilationists begin to learn Yiddish; no less 
remarkable was it that Ghetto Jews began to study and speak modern 
Hebrew. 

In the welter of European politics there was thus fouod a Jewish 
island—if one may utilise this picture. It became a principle of 
Lithuanian politics to set up ministries for the nationalities within the 
State—Jews, Germans, and White Russians. The object of these 
ministries was to organise and direct the cultural life of the respective 
groups, and the ministry for Jewish Affairs has in the last three or four 
years laid the foundation in Lithuania of a Jewish educational system, 
which may have far-reaching consequences. 

On the whole, the Jews of Lithuania have always been distinguished 
for their intelligence. They have produced distinguished Talmudists, no 
less (han famous names among the Maskilim, or moderns. Kovno has a 
long history as a centre of Hebrew learning, and to-day Lithuanian Jews 
may still be met with in London, Manchester, Leeds, or New York. 
They are, perhaps, of a somewhat finer “texture of soul” than their 


brethren from Poland or Galicia. You can tell the Lithuanian by his 


inability to enunciate the o sound. He invariably pronounces the 0 aS ¢; 
he does not say Olom, but Elom (as distinguished from the “ Polack,” 
who says Oilom). Nor cau the Lithuanian pronounce the sh sound ; for 
him both the w and the & are just plains. So he says Sabbes and Moseh. 
Nevertheless, he can, as a rule, boast of no small knowledge of Rabbinic 
literature, and he makes & special point of giving his children a sound 
education. | 

In Lithuania to-day the facilities for Jewish education are extensive ; 
indeed, they are among the best in the world. The educational system 
of the country provides for schools for the national groups, and Jews thus 
have their own State schools. The teachers are state officials, and the 
language of instruction is Hebrew or Yiddish. The Jewish schools include

kindergartens and elomentary and secondary schools, and I believe there 
are at present some sixty thousand Jewish children receiving education 
in these Jewish schools. The older boys attend the Hebrew schools, 
while the majority of the girls are sent to the Yiddish schools. The 
schools, being State institutions, are maintained by the Public Treasury. 
Even the Jews with assimilationist tendencies are bound to co-operate 
and participate in the scheme. There are no Russian schools, and since 
the:Government provides Jewish schools, it is only logical that al! Jews 
are expected to send their children to the Jewish schcols. The children. 
of so-called assimilationist Jews are thus receiving their education in 
schools where they are taught either in Hebrew or in Yiddish. 

This is a remarkable fact, which should be of interest to Jews all 
over the world. The only question is, what will be the result? 

Be it remembered that not only is history or mathematics taught in 
these schools in Hebrew or Yiddish, but the Bible and the Talmud are 
likewise subjects of study. It is evident that if the system continues 
there will grow up in Lithuania a group of Jews, possibly the only group 
in Europe, who will have had a specifically Jewish education. \/hatever 
the effect may be on Lithuanian or European Jewry, it does seem 
probable that here will be found possible settlers for Palestine. It is a 
far cry from Palestine to Lithuania. But thelink is interesting. Already, 
as I am informed, among the best Chaluzim in Palestine are those whe 
hail from Lithuania. Perhaps they are pioneers in a sense far different 
from that they dream of. Perhaps, too, the future teachers of Jews ia 
European countries, including our own, may come from Lithuania, 
Finally, it is possible to look forward to some sort of Revival of Jewish 
Learning in that country. In any event, the experiment is mos 
interesting for all Jews, and it deserves to be followed.

THE BELOVED RABBI. 

“Among the many personalities of 
Anglo-Jewry who stand out in my 
recollection.” she said, “one of the 
best-beloved was Nathan Adler, Chief 
Rabbi. I remember my first Sabbath eve 
when | came to this country, a lonely 
stranger. Nathan Adler patriarchally 
blessing his children was a touching 
spectacle, and I wept. He took me on one side, told me that he 
knew how much I must miss my parents, but reminded me of my: 
husband's affection, and comforted me. That kindliness never failed me 
as long as he lived, and many were the delightful evenings we spent in 
his house. I remember once going to Brighton, and, after depositing our 
luggage, we paid him a visit. ‘But where is your luggage?’ he asked in 
surprise. Wetold him. He turned to his wife. ‘What a "win!’ he 
exclaimed. ‘The Fried)iinders are here and are not staying with us!’ 
Mrs. Adler slipped from the room, and in afew moments we found that 
she had returned to the house with our luggage. A brilliant circle 
used to frequent his house—the Rothschilds, Cohens, Lucas’s, all the 
great names in Jewry—and no foreign Jew of eminence failed to visit 
him. The community is perhaps too big now for these intimacies, but 
they were very beautiful. 

PROFESSOR GRAETZ. 
“ Another interesting memory,” said Mrs. Friedlander, “is of Professor 

Graetz, the great historian. We were his first hosts, and I saw toit that 
he had all the comforts to which he was accustomed. He was regarded 

as something of a reformer, but no one could have been more scrupulous 

in his religious observances. I remember the brilliant company that 

foregathered at our house to meet him and the learned discussions that 

went on. He attended the wedding of Dr. Schechter, and that leads me 

to say something about him. 

SCHECHTER, 

“Schechter’s romance went on under our eyes. Miss Roth was a 
young orphan friend whom we received asa guest, and Schechter, in those 
days a wild and eccentric young man, was a frequent visitor. One day 
my husband, who was simplicity itself, said to me: ‘I don’t understand. 
Schechter comes here from the library and is always upstairs with Miss 
Roth!’ Their betrothal took place at the Albert Hall, where they went 
to a concert under chaperopnage, but their companions were in Schechter's 
secret and slipped away, giving him the opportunity for which he was 
seeking. Miss Roth kept me up late that evening, and I had to wag a 
stern finger at her, though | knew she had plighted her troth. Another 
romance, in which | was more directly interested, was that of Dr. 
Gaster with our daughter Lucy. 

COLLEGE DAYS. 

“Ot course I can never forget the college days, and the many friend. 
ships which | formed over the teacups. We, almost inevitably, had to 
act as communal host and hostess, and we met everybody. We had our 
trying moments, not the least of which was the day when we moved to 
Queen Square House, when [I was subjected to the impertinences of a 
caretaker who lost himself. Mr. Asher Myers walked over and ordered 
the man out of the house. He showed us unforgettable kindnesses and 
eased our path in every way. I shall always remember his boyish enjoy- 
ment of the cup of tea I gave him when we were straight, after almost 
super-human efforts, and our drawing-room looked a place fit for company. 

THE JEWISH HOSPITAL. 

“My interest in the London Jewish Hospital dates back really to my 
childhood days. Near our home in Berlin was a smal! Jewish hospital— 
a lickdesh they called it—and my father provided everything required for 
the religious observances of the patients. The director was SanitAterat 
Friedeberg, and I remember his pretty attention of providing a little 
bouquet of flowers for each patient during Yom Kippur. That little 
Hekdesh has grown into the great Jewish hospital in Berlin. Among the 
@octors was the famous Professor Israel. His brother, Justizrat Israel, is 
married to a sister of Lady Reading. I was in Hamburg when first read 
of the movement to start a Jewish hospital in London, and I at once 
wrote to my son-in-law to enrol me as a subscriber. The N.W. London 
branch was started by the late Mrs. Anghe! Gaster, and I succeeded her

Nehemiah 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK.

“ Think of me. O God, for good according to all that I have done 
for this people.’-—Nehemtah v., 1%. 

The book of Nehemiah is a record which has special claims on onr 
attention in these times, when so much is happening in Palestine that 
recalls the difficulties which this great mau hadto encounter. The 
captivity which the Jews served in Babylon had drawn to an end, and 
the close of it saw this haughty power humbled in the dust, and the 
golden city brought in one metncr ible nicht at the feet of the conquering 
Mede. Theclement Cyrus had issued the welcome edict authorising 
the return cf the exiled Hebrews to their native land. Under Zerub-. 
babel and Joshua, the High Priest, a small but hopeful contingent of 
Israelites returned to Jerusalem. Amid mingled rejoicings and 
lamentations the foundations of the Second Temple were laid. How. 
ever, for some time its rebuilding was suspended because of the 
hostile influence exercised by the Samaritans at the Persian Court, 
When the colonists first set about this work, their Samaritan neighbours 
desired to assist them. Whether wisely or unwisely, this cffer was 
peremptorily rejected, and from that hour the Jews raised up an 
implacable enemy who never lost an opportunity of venting their resent. 
ment on the new colony. On the accession of Darius Hystaspes, the 
prophets Haggai and Zechariah urged upon Zerubbabel the necessity of 
completing the work. The prophetic appeal was successfal, the original 
edict of Cyrus was again enforced, and under the protection of the 
Persian governors the Temple was completed and dedicated. [Bat 
Jerusalem still remained in a defenceless state. Its wails were in ruins, 
and the authority of Persia offered to the Jewish inhabitants of Syria 
little security from the attacks of the surrounding tribes—the Ammonites, 
the Samaritans, and the Arabians. While the sacred city was thus 
exposed to aggression on all sides, it naturally offered few inducements 
to the Jewish captives in Persia to migrate thither. 


It happened that some years afcer the Temple had been dedicated, 
in the twentieth year of Artaxerxes’ reign, news reached Nehemiah of 
the desolate condition of the Holy City. He was residing at the time at 
Susa, holding the important office of royal cupbearer, and the opening 
chapter of his Book informs us how deeply this report affected him. 
Pierced to the heart by the description he received of the hapless state 
of Jewish affairs, he gave himself for some days to fasting and mourning 
and prayer. At lepgth the change which this grief had wrought in his 
demeanour attracted the royal notice, and this afforded him the oppor- 
tunity of unbosoming himself to Artaxerxes. The result of this copfi- 
dence was that he obtained from the sympathetic monarch leave of 
absence from the Court, and permission to rebuild the fortifications of 
Jerasalem, of which he wasappointed Governor. Nehemiah immediately 
set out for his post. Arrived thither, he cautiously proceeded under 
cover of the night to take asurvey ofthe ruined walls. He well knew 
thatany attempt to put the city ina state of defence would meet with 
formidable opposition on the part of persons in the neighbour. 
hood. So he kept his commission secret until his plans were 
matured. This foresight was notin vain. No sooner had the work of 
rebuilding commenced than it met with vigorous opposition from the 
neighbouring tribes. The new leader showed himself more than equal 
to the occasion. He bade his people not be disheartened, but they were 
to continue the work with redoubled energy. Holding a sword in one 
hand and a trowel in the other, they were to be prepared at any moment 
to resist attack. These conflicting duties imposed upon Nehemiah 
inmmenseresponsibilities. Night and day heand his followers kept constant 
vigil; and he tells us in his homely way, “Never did we put off our 
clothes, save only for ourablutions.” Acting with such resolution, the work 
was completed in an incredibly short space of time. To the consternation 
of Samballat the Samaritan, Tobiah the Ammonite, and Geshem the 
Arabian, the fortifications arose in all their beauty and strength. 

But Nehemiah had not only to contend with foreign opposition. 
This was perhaps the least difficult part of his task. In the first place he 
tells us that the Tekoite nobles put not their nccks to the work of the 
Lord. As in all ages, as in our own day, it was found impossible to 
diffuse an equal sense of earnestness and responsibility among all ranks 
and classes of the people. Some there were who had not Caught the glow 
of their leader's fervour, though the narrative leads us to infer that their 
number was happily small. Now that the walls were completed, his 
first Care was to augment the scanty population of Jerusalem by importing 
into it men from the country districts. And now he had to encounter 
fresh troubles. Quarrels had broken out among the Jews of the holy 
city. The rich were endeavouring to profit by the misfortunes of the 
poor, who had been compelled to mortgage their lands for the payment 
of the king’s taxes. Nehemiah dealt with this emergency with his 
accustomed vigour. He induced the wealthy Jews solemnly to vow that 
they would restore to their poor brethren the lands and interest which 
they had exacted by oppression. He restored the strict observance of — 
the Sabbath and the Sabbatical Year, and he enforced the payment of 
tithes and offerings to the Temple. 

Such is the manly record beyueathed to us of a life of self-imposed 
duty, of well-directed labour, and of patient struggle with difficulty. 
We may strive to realise to ourselves the immense personal sacrifice 
which this truly great nan made with such alacrity for the sake of the 
people he loved so well. We cannot all be Nehemiahs, but we can all be 


luspired by his example. There is work enough and to spare in helping 
to rebuild Palestine, for all of us to do.

Rabbi of the town. The Chief Rabbi accepted the favitation, and sub. 
mitted his resignation to the Communal Council of Salonika. Deputations 
from the Council have twice visited Rabbi Uziel to request him to with. 
draw his resignation, and have promised to redress any grievances ho 
might have. Tho Rabbi replied, however, that urgent family reasons 
obliged him, to bis great regret, to leave Salonika. At the same time, 
itis kaown that Rabbi Uziel’s work has been to a considerable extent 
hindered b; deep-scated differences of opinion between himself and the 
Communal Council. However, he has promised to continue to carry out 
his duties till the end of Sivan, or, if the Jaffa community consents, to 
the 15th Ab. Chief Rabbi Uziel suggests as his successor Rabbi Sa!omon 
Tagir, of Beyrout, with whom the Communal Council is getting into 
communication.

Repairing Wars Ravages. 
— 
Work of the “O.Z E.” 


ENGLISH BRANCH FORMED. 


A meeting of Jewish medical men was held on Sunday at Jews’ 
College for the purpose of fouading an Eoglish branch of the “0O.Z.E." 
(Society for Preserving the Llealth of the Jews), which bas done remark- 
able sanitary and hygenic work among the Jewish populations of Eastern 
Europe. Dr. REDCLIFFE N. SALAMAN presided. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the meeting had been called to arouse 
interest in the work of the “O.Z.E ,” toexplain to Jewish medical men in 
this country what the Society was doing, and to enlist their help ino its 
work. It was necessary to explain that that meeting was not essentially 
for the purpose of collecting money. They as medical men wanted to 
know exactly what was the condition of their brethren in the Est of 
Europe, how many were dyiog of starvation aud disease, how many women 
had suffered and died ia giving birth to children, what was being done toheip 
them, and what was the prospect for tho future. That meeting had been © 
called to supply that sort of knowledge. Is was said by both friond and 
foe alike that the Jews of Russia and Eastern Europ» were suffering very 
severely from the general effects of the war and the economic disatter 
which had followed, and that a very marked degeneration had taken 
place among our brethren in those regions. That might be, on the face of 
it,true. It could hardly fail to be true, as a result of such appalling 
disasters as had overtaken Eastern Europe, that the immediate effect 
had been economic ani hygienic degradation. But he wishod to say, as 
a student of genetics, that he did not believe, and wonki not believe, 
that the real biological innate qualities of the Jews of Russia liad decenera- 
ted, or that they could permanently be degenerated, no mitter how great 
the disaster. Lut it was, of course, quite clear, that whilst the economic 
and general distress remained as great as it was, it was possible that 
those who were most capable of raising large families could not do so, 
and in that sense a certain degeneration might be remarked. That 
there was terrible distress and a high incidence of all sorts of disease, 
there could be no doubt. He concladed by readinga number of messages, 
including one from Lord Robert Cecil, who wrote: 

Amongst all the horrors and disasters there have been during the last ten 
years, tlrere is none worse than those which have befallen the Jewish com- 
munity in some parts of Russia. Nothing could be more desirable thau efforts 
to relieve this suffering through such a society as the *'O.Z.E.,”’ and it has my 
very best wishes for its success. 

Dr. M. SCHWARTZMAN said that among the Jews in Russia, who 
had preserved intact their language and customs, and had given 
birth to the idea of national regeneration, there had also appeared 
a natural companion of that idea—the striving for the strengthen- 
ing and improvement of the racial type. That had been the one 
and only aim of the “O.Z.E.” That aim had been forced on them 
by the fact that the Jewish physique was bad and was deteriorating. 
For instance, the Jews, on the whole, were more narrow-chested than 
the non-Jewish population. The spread of nervous diseases among the 
Jews was considerably greater than among the non-Jewish p >pulation in 
Russia. If they took the whole of Russia, the rate among the Jews was 
117 as against 104 among non-Jews—and this in spite of the fact that 
syphilis and alcoholism, which were responsible for a great part of both 
hereditary and acquired diseases of the nervous system, had been 
relatively very rare among the Jewish population. There were, however, 
present other factors which affected the Jewish physique in a most 
destructive way. The Jews had been subjected to the depressing 
influence of centuries of persecution and of disabilities. These 
deficiences had affected the most delicate, the most sensitive and 
complicated mechanisms in the human body, mechanisms that regulated 
its essential vital functions, and that had been subjected through centuries 
toa permanent shock. It was this that must have been responsible for 
the physical weakness. The “O.Z.E.,” in its endeavours to strengthen 
the race, could hope to achieve its aim only by directing its attention to 
strengthening the individual, When the war broke out, the “0O.Z.E.” 
was still groping for the right way. It hadthen just begun experimenting 
on various methods of public help, when the great calamity of expulsions 
from the areas of the Russian front overtook Russian Jewry. 

HUNDREDS OF THOUSANDS OF JEWS WERE UPROOTED 


from their native places and had been constantly moving ever since. The 
» O.Z,E.” had to take in hand the sanitary work among these masses, It 
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built up @ vast organisation that spread all over Russia, and established 
bundreds of institutions among the confusion that reigned at the beginning 
of the war. Between 1914 and 1922, the “O.Z.E.” was conducting its 
activities in 280 localities situated in 20 provinces, it had established and 
maintained 105 hospitals for in and out patients, a number of sanatoria, 
40 flying medical columns, and some hundred and ninety institutions for 
sanitary activities among children, which could treat some 90,090 children 
at one time. The staff of the“ O.Z BE.” at that time consisted of 110 
physicians and surgeons, 700 medical assistants (nurses, assistant 
doctors, ete.), and 400 teachers. The expenditure of the “O Z E.” for 
1915, 1916, and 1917 was £590.000. Many thousands of children were 
physically strengthened and invigorated. The Jewish schools in many 
places ceased to be nests of disease and instruments of physical deteriora- 
tion. The young Jewsin Russia became interested in sport and in 
questions of physical development. And there was hardly a group or 
class in the Russian Jewry whose sanitary condition was nut favourably 
effected by some branch of the work of the “O.Z.E.” He thought 
that the “O Z E.” was jastified in reg seeding its work, not as an ordinary 

hilanthropic venture, but as aa activity of great national importance, 

he same idea must also form the basis of the ‘O.Z.E.” work at the 
present moment. The civil war had brought in its train the pogroms. 
These were not pogroms ia the ordinary sense of the word, but an orgy 
of death intended to stamp out a whole people. There were towns in the 
Ukraine which had lived through from 15 to 20 pogroms during 


THE TERRIBLE THREE YEARS OF MASSACRE, 


There was hardly a town that bad not. cxperienced a pogrom. According 
to the returns of non-Jewish organisations, such as the Red Cross, those 
killed amounted to about 150,000 people. The numbers of wounded and 
crippied, of children left orphany, and of violated women, was estimated 
at many hundreds of thonsands. And, of course, the numbers of those 
who had sustained a materia! and a moral shock cou dnot be gauged at all. 
Pauperi+m, which had even before the war submerged in sowe towns 
25 per cent. of the Jewish population, now reached unheard-of dimen- 
sions. When, ip 1922, the great famine set in, it found the ground amply 
prepared by the preceding three years of poverty and hunger. Its ¢ff-cts 
were, therefore, exceedingly great. Simultaneously with the famine, 
and asa cons quence of it, appeared the epidemics, Mortality rose to an 
unbelievable figure. Whole quarters of towns were emptied of their popu- 
lation. The famine seemed now to have somewhat abated, the epidemics 
did net rage to the same extent as io 1922—~at least for. the time being. 
‘Their effects, however, would be f+ lt for many years, or even generations. 
There had been an appalling decr ace in the rate of births. According to 
informaiton received by the “O.Z. bh.” twenty-five percent. of the Jewish 
children suffered from tuberculosis. In the-Ukraine alone there were 
about | 
100,000 HOMELESS JEWISH CHILDREN, 


mostly orphans, living in the streets, without food or clothing, desperate, 
hungry, and destined to become thieves and criminals, To crown al), 
the whole system of Jewish voluntary medical relief was practically 
destroyed, while the provision for the sick by the State was far from 
beingade quate. There was endless work to be done, a vast field calling for 
incessant labour. Next came the work among the Jewish emigrants, 
Jewish emigration bad pnever before been what it now was: a whole 
people seemed to-day to be moving. And this seem:d to be only the 
beginning of a process which wou'!d probab'y last for many years. 
Terrible reports of the conditions in the main centres of immigration 
reached them from Poland, Danzig, Rumatuia, Bessarabia, Lithuania, 
Latvia, and from verions Turkish avd Italian seaports. They told a sad 
atory «findescribibly filthy and insanitary barracks and camps, of dirty 
lodgings; of dem -rali-ation of children; of disease and death, 

HEALTH CONDITIONS AMONG THE EMIGRANTS 
must be improved. R-tief would also have to be’ given to the 
immigrants io anch countries of immigration as the Argentine, Palestine, 
etc. While the Staite was unab’e to provide medical and sanitary reiief, 
such provision would be the maia work of the “O.Z E.” That, however, 
would be a temporary aim. If the “O.Z_E.” was to produce a radical 
change in the Jewish phys'que, it must continue the work it had done 
before the revolution. A scientific system of hygienic and public health 
activities would have to be carried out—asystem adapted toth» conditions 
among the Jewish masses, to their habits and psycholovy. Above all, the 
“O%”.E.” would be ve toattract to this work the Jewish masses themsel vee, 
to heip them to understand the purposes of this activity and to prepare 
them for self-beip and self-reliance in a not very distant future. This 
work had been started ab ut a yearago by the “OZ.E” One hundred 
thousand dollars had bt en granted to the Soeic ty by various relief or ganisa- 
tions, to enable it to begin its work, and some seventy institutions were 
alresdy functioning in forty-five localities. ‘hat, however, was only the 
beginning. Enormous funds would be required, and the attention of 
influential circles of European and American Jewry would have to be 
attracted if: the work was to assume proper dimensions. Apart from 
purely financial assistance, there would also be re quired scientiiie, 
political, and moral assistance, Branches of the “O.Z KL.,” or inde- 
pendent orgavisations of the same type, would have to be € stabli~hed 
in the greater European centres. Analogous existing Jewish medical 
organisations would also have to be drawn to participate in this 
work, and, flnaliy, a World Union of the Ked Cross type formed, 
In this World Union all the principal relief organisations would 
be associakd. The “O Z E.” was calling a conference at the end of the 
summer for the creation of the Word Union. They had been called 
together to lay the fountation of organised ¢ ff rts towards the rane aims 
in this couotry. Great results were expected from an organisation in 
Eogland, They weuld not be called to raise any funds in this country as 
long as the Jewish War Victims Funt and the Ukrainian Federation 
Were doing this work in England. Le expressed his deep gratitude to 
those orgauisations which bad already placed atthe disposal of the "O.Z.E 
8 me £12,000 for the beginning of its work, They hoped that they would 
support them in the fuiure. If at any time the relief organisations for 
aby reason ceased to raise funds in this country, the O Z.E. would 
itself have to raise the necessary funds, The present conditions in Russia 
made their work there very difficult. Until now the “O Z.E, * had not 
Obtained a legal charter on which it could base its work in Russia and in 
the Ukraine. It was clear that in this respect the London orgauisation 
might be called to play a great part. It would have to use means to 
facilitate the work of the O.Z.E. in the countries through which the 
Jewish immigrants pass, which were often saturated with anti-Semitism. 
It would have to remove the obstacles with which the relief activities of 
the“ O.Z. EB.” might be confronted. Later it might be necessary to 
the protection of the League of Nations for the Jewish World Union 
Which he had apoken, to establish its relations with the Geneva npr 
Cross and similar jaternational organisations. For a great number o 
years the attention of the Jewish people all over the world would ~_ 
to be attracted to this particular form of relief among the Ressan an 
Ukrainian Jews. It was clear that this propaganda in the Bagiteh- 
Speaking countries could be effective only if it emanated from 
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country and was understood to have the help of persons of high standing 
in England. The English organisation wonld a'so bave to play an impor- 


tant part in the elaboration of the scientific plan of public health work, 
He moved the following resolution : 


That this meeting of Jewish doctors and social workers resol vea to eatablish 
& branch of the O Z.B.” (Society for preserving the health of the Jews) and 
pledges itself to use ita best efforta to support the medical and sanitary activi- 
ties of the * O.Z.E.”’ among the Jewish population of Eastern Europe, 


Mr. A. H. Levy, F.R.C.8., in seconding the motion, said that the 
whole Jewish worid owed a deep debt of gratitude to those who had 
throwo themselves into the tremendous Struggle which the relief work 
involved, 

The motion wascarried. The following were elected: Dr. Redcliffe 
Salaman, President; Dr. Charles Myers, the Chief Rabbi, and Haham 
Dr. Gaster, Vice-Presidents: Mr. A. H. Le vy, Chairman; Drs. M, 
Schwartzman and B. Lowbury, Vice-Chairmen; and Dr. Kifrouni, Hon. 
Secretary. A representative Committee was also appointed. 


Combating Anti-Semitism. 
From Mr. Louis Kletz. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 


S1irk,—Dr. Salomon does bimself scant justice in suggesting that I 
have iead his letter with insufficient care. My revered friend knows 
very well that I have too high an opinion of his earnestness and sincerity 
to read any contribution of his with anything less than close attention. 
That I flad myself unable to accept bis conclusions, does not detract 
from wy appreciation of his views. . 


Dr. Salomon should bear in mind that, as history goes, it is not so 

long since the Jews were expelled from England; that for nearly five 
centuries they were excluded from this country, that it is little more than 
thirty years since the last of Jewish disabilities was removed, and that 
to-day, when, after their readmission 250 years ago, they number no 
more than one-third of one per cent. of the population, Engiand is 
honeycombed with anti-Semitism from one end of the country to the 
other. If he will get these ficts welliato his mind he will realise how 
futile it is to suggest that the foundation of a Jewish pubic school could 
be a cure for, or even “a first step towards the eradication cof anti- 
Semitism.” It is idle to teil me that he “was only dealing with the 
phenomenon as presented here,” because anti-Semitism cannot be ron 
or dealt with in watertight compartments. You have to deal with the 
problem as a whole, for the simple reason that what aff cts Jews in one 
part of the world must soouer or later react on them everywhere else, 
As to the Jewish public school per se, except that I consider it 
perfectly useless, I have not the least ohjection to it, and Dr. Salomon 
and those who think with him are weicome to it whenever they like. 
My op'nion on public schco's ¢ nera!ly I have already expressed, and I 
have nothing to add to it, except this: When Dr. Salomon tells me that 
“The Britisn Empire was buiit up by the public school boy ” heis employ- 
ing a rhetorical pbrase which rolis well «ff the lips, bot which means 
nothing atall. It would be just as true to say that British comm: rce was 
huilt up by Oxford and Cambricge. The British Empire was built up by 
the British people.—by the cook’s son, no less than by the duke’s son, and 
its survival is intimately bonud up with the preservation of that beautiful 
apirit of liberty, equality and fairplay, which is the real and only source 
of Engiand’s greatness, 

Oue word more and I have dene, Dr. Salomon expresses his “utter 
inability to understand what Mr. Kietz’s remedy is. He mentions 
‘re generation,’ but how one is to live ‘as a people among the vations’ we 
are not to!d.” Unless there is in this sentence some deep and hidden 
sarcasm, I am very corsideral'y astonished. I have no doubt that, iike 
most mortals, I have many failings, bat I believe that want of lucidity is 
not one of them. lam therefore driven to the conclusion that though Dr. 
Salomon may have read my letter “carefally,” be has not readit™ carefully 

enough.” Supposing he bas another try ?

Chief Rabbi Uziel to leave Salonika.

Chief Rabbi Bension Uziel was invited some time ago by the Com. 
munal Council of Jaffa and Tel-Aviv to resume his former office of Chief 
Rabbi of the town. The Chief Rabbi accepted the tavitation, and sub. 
mitted his resignation to the Communal Council of Salonika. Deputations 
from the Council have twice visited Rabbi Uziel to request him to with. 
draw his resignation, and have promised to redress any grievances he 
might bave. The Rabbi replied, however, that urgent family reasons 
obliged him, to bis great regret, to leave Salonika. At the same time, 
itis known that Rabb! Uziel’s work has been to a considerable extent 
hindered b; deep-scated differences of opinion between himself and the 
Communal Council. However, he has promised to continue to carry out 
his duties till the end of Sivan, or, if the Jaffa community consents, to 
the 15th Ab. Chief Rabbi Uziel suggests as his successor Rabbi Salomon 
Tagir, of Beyrout, with whom the Comuiunal Council is getting into 
communication.

Repairing War's Ravages. 


Work of the “O.Z E.” 


ENGLISH BRANCH FORMED. 


A meeting of Jewish medical men was held on Sunday at Jews’ 
College for the purpose of founding an Eoglish branch of the “0O.Z.E.” 
(Society for Preserving the Health of theJews), which bas done remark- 
able sanitary and hygenic work among the Jewish populations of Eastern 
Europe. Dr. REDCLIFFE N. SALAMAN presided. : 

The CHAIRMAN Said that the meeting had been called to arouse 
interest in the work of the “O.Z.E ,” toexplain to Jewish medical men in 
this country what the Society was doing, and to enlist their help in its 
work. It was necessary to explain that that meoting was not essentially 
for the purpose of collecting money. They as medical men wanted to 
know exactly what was the condition of their brethren in the Est of 
Europe, how many were dyiog of starvation and disease, how many women 
had suffered and died ia giving birth to children, what was being done toheip 
them, and what was the prospect for tho future. That meeting had been 
called to supply that sort of knowledge. Is was said by both fricnd and 
foe alike that the Jews of Russia and Kastern Europ») were suffering very 
severely from the general effects of the war and the economic disaster 
which had followed, and that a very marked degeneration had taken 
place among our brethren in those regions. That might be, on the face of 
it,true. It could hardly fail to be true, as a result of such appailing 
disasters as bad overtaken Eastern Europe, that the immediate effect 
had been cconomic ani hygienic degradation. But he wished to say, as 
a student of genetics, that he did not believe, and woul not believe, 
that the real biological innate qualities of the Jews of Russia had degenera- 
ted, or that they could permanently be degenerated, no mitter how great 
the disaster. But it was, of course, quite clear, that whilst the economic 
and general distress remained as great as it was, it was possible that 
those who were most capable of raising large families could not do so, 
and in that sense a certain degeneration might be remarked. That 
there was terrible distress and a high incidence of all sorts of disease, 
there could be no doubt. He concluded by readinga number of messages, 
including one from Lord Robert Cecil, who wrote: 

Amongst all the horrors and disasters there have been during the last ten 
years, there is none worse than those which have befallen the Jewish com- 
munity in some parts of Russia. Nothing could be more desirable thau efforts 
to relieve this suffering through such a society as the *'O.Z.E.,”’ and it has my 
very best wishes for its success. 

Dr. M. SCHWARTZMAN said that among the Jews in Russia, who 
had preserved intact their language and customs, and had given 
birth to the idea of national regeneration, there had also appoared 
& natural companion of that idea—the striving for the strengthen- 
ing and improvement of the racial types. That had been the one 
and only aim of the “O.Z.E.” That aim had been forced on them 
by the fact that the Jewish physique was bad and was deteriorating. 
For instance, the Jews, on the whole, were more narrow-chested than 
the non-Jewish population. The spread of nervous diseases among the 
Jews was considerably greater than among the non-Jewish p pulation in 
Russia. If they took the whole of Russia, the rate among the Jews was 
117 as against 104 among non-Jews—and this in spite of the fact that 
syphilis and alcoholism, which were responsible for a great part of both 
hereditary and acquired diseases of the nervous system, had been 
relatively very rare among the Jewish population. There were, however, 
present other factors which affected the Jewish physique in a most 
destructive way. The Jews had been subjected to the depressing 
influence of centuries of persecution and of disabilities. These 
deficiences had affected the most delicate, the most sensitive and 
complicated mechanisms in the human body, mechanisms that regulated 
its essential vital functions, and that had been subjected through centuries 
toa permanent shock. It was this that must have been responsible for 
the physical weakness. The “0O.Z.E.,” in its endeavours to strengthen 
the race, could hope to achieve its aim only by directing its attention to 
strengthening the individual. When the war broke out, the “0O.Z.E.” 
was still groping for the right way. It had then just begun experimenting 
on various methods of public help, when the great calamity of expulsions 
from the areas of the Russian front overtook Russian J ewry. 

HUNDREDS OF THOUSANDS OF JEWS WERE UPROOTED 


from their native places and had been constantly moving ever since. The 
» O.Z.E.” had to take in hand the sanitary work among these masses, It 
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built up a vast organisation that spread all over Ruasia, and established 
bundreds of institutions among the confasion that reigned at the beginning 
ofthe war. Between 1914 and 1922, the “O.Z.E.” was conducting its 
activities in 280 localities situated in 20 provinces, it had established and 
maintained 105 hospitals for in and out patients, a number of sanatoria, 
40 flying medical columns, and some hundred and ninety institutions for 
sanitary activities among children, which could treat some 90,090 children 
at one time. The ataff of the “O.Z at that time consisted of 110 
physicians and surgeons, 700 medical assistants (nurses, assistant 
doctors, etc.), and 400 teachers, The expenditare of the “OZ E.” for 
1915, 1916, and 1917 was £590,000. Many thousands of children were 
physically strengthened and tnvigorated. The Jewish schools in many 
places ceased to be nests of d'scase and instruments of physical deteriora- 
tion. The young Jewsin Russia became interested in sport and in 
questions of physical development. And there was hardly a group or 
class in the Russian Jewry whose sanitary condition was nut favourably 
effected by some branch of the work of the “O.Z.E.” He thought 
that the “O Z E.” was jastified in regsrding its work, not as an ordinary 
philanthropic venture, bat as aa activity of great national importance, 
The same idea mast also form the basis of the ‘O.Z.E.” work at the 
present moment. The civil war had brought in its train the pogroms. 
These were not pogroms in the ordinary sense of the word, but an orgy 
of death intended to stamp out a whole people. There were towns inthe 
Ukraine which had lived theough from 15 to 20 pogroms during 


THE TERRIBLE THREE YEARS OF MASSACRE, 


There was hardly a town that bad not experienced a pogrom. According 
to the returns of non-Jewish organisations, such as the Red Cross, those 
killed amounted to about 150,000 people. The numbers of wounded and 
crippled, of children left orphany, and of violated women, was eatimated 
at many hundreds cf thonsands. And, of course, the numbers of those 
who had sustained a materia! and a moral shock cou d not be gauged atall. 
Pavperisin, which had even before the war submerged in some towns 
25 per cent. of the Jewish population, now reached unheard-of dimen. 
sions. When, ip 1922, the great famine set in, it found the ground amply 
prepared by the preceding three years of poverty and hunger. Its ¢ff cts 
were, therefore, exceedingly great. Simultaneously with the famine, 
and as a conse quence of it, appeared the epidemics. Mortality rose to an 
unbelievable figure. Whole quarters of towns were emptied of their popu- 
lation. The famine seemed now to have somewhat abated, the epitemics 
did net rage to the same extent as io 1922—at least for the time being. 
‘Their effects, however, would be f lt for many years, or even generations. 
There had been an appalling dccr ace in the rate of births. According to 
informaiton received by the “O Z. bl.” twenty-iive percent. of the Jewish 
children suffered from tuberculosis. In the Ukraine alone there were 
about 
100,000 HOMELESS JEWISH CHILDREN, 


mostly orphans, living in the streets, without food or clothing, desperate, 
hunogrv, and destined to become thieves and criminals, To crown al), 
the whole system of Jewish voluntary medical relief was practically 
destroyed, while the provision for the sick by the State was far from 
beingadequate. There was endless work to be done, a vast fir ld calling for 
incessant labour. Next came the work amowg the Jewish emigrants. 
Jewish emigration bad never before bren what it now was: a whole 
pe ple seemed to-day to be moving. And this seemed to be only the 
beginning of a process which wou'!d probab’y last for many years. 
Terrible reports of the conditions in the main centres of immigration 
reached them from Poland, Danzig, Bessarabia, Lithuania, 
Latvia, and from verious Turkish avd Italian seaports. They told a sad 
Btory «findescribably Olthy and insanitary barracks and camps, of dirty 
lodgings; of dem -rali-ation of children; of disease and death, 
HEALTH CONDITIONS AMONG THE EMIGRANTS 

must be improved. R-itef would also have to be given to the 
immicrants io anch countries of immigration as the Argentine, Palestine, 
etc. Whoile the State was unab'e to provide medical and sanitary re ief, 
such provision would be the maia work of the °O.Z E.” That, however, 
would be a temporary aim. If the “O.Z EF.” was to produce a radical 
change in the Jewish phys'que,it must continue the work it had done 
before the revolution. A scientific system of hygienic and public health 
activities would havé to be carried out—asystcm adapted toth» conditions 
among the Jewish masses, to their habits and psycholovy. Above all, the 
“O77. E.” would have to attract tothis work the Jewish masses themaelvee, 
to heip therm to understand the purposes of this activity and to prepare 
them for self-heip and self-reliance in a not very distant future. This 
work had been startedah ut a yearago by the “OZ.E” One hundred 
thonsand dollars had bi en granted to the Soci: ty by various relief or ganisa- 
tions, to enabie it to begin its work, and some seventy institutions were 
alresdy functionirg io forty-five localities, ‘That, however, was only the 
beginning. Koormous funds would be required, and the attention of 
influential circles of European and American Jewry would have to be 
attracted if the work was to assume proper dimecsions. Apart from 
purely fluancial assistance, there would also be required scientific, 
political, and moral assistance. Branches of the “O.Z E.,” or inde- 
pendent orgauisations of the same type, would have to be establi-hed 
in the greater European centres. Analogous existing Jewish medical 
Organisations would also have to be drawn to participate in this 
work, and, flnaliy, a World Uuion of the Red Cross type formed. 
In this World Union all the principal relief organisations would 
be associated. The “O Z E.” was calling a conference at the end of the 
suiumer for the creation of the Werd Uusion, They had been calied 
together to lay the fountation of organised ¢ ff rts towards the same aims 
inthis country. Great results were expected from an organisation in 
Bogland. They would not be called to raise any funds tn this country ag 
long as the Jewish War Victims Funt aod the Ukrainian Federation 
Were doing this work in Eeogiland. ile expressed his deep gratitude to 
those orgavisations which bac already placed atthe disposal ofthe "0O.Z.E." 
& me £12,000 for the beginning of its work, They hoped that they would 
support them in the fucure. If at any time the relief orgenisations for 
ALY reason ceased to raise funds in this country, the “OZ E.” would 
itself have to raise the necessary funds, The present conditions in Russia 
made their work there very difficult, Unoril now the “QO Z.E.” had not 
Obtained a legal charter on which it could base its work in Russia and in 
the Ukraine. It was clear that in this respect the London orgauisation 
might be called to play a great part. It would have to use means to 
facilitate the work of the O.Z.E. in the countries through which the 
Jewish immigrants pass, which were often saturated with anti-Semitism. 
It would have to remove the obstacles with which the relief activities of 
the “OZ E.” might be confronted. Later it might be necessary to obtain 
the protection of the League of Nations for the Jewish World Union of 
Which he had spoken, to establish its relations with the Geneva Red 
Cross and similar iaternational organisations. For a great number of 
years the attention of the Jewish people all over the world wonld have 
to be attracted to this particular form of relief among the Russian and 
Ukrainian Jews. It was clear that this propaganda in the English- 
Speaking countries could be effective only if it emanated from this 


country and was understood to have the help of persons of high standing 
in England. The English organisation would aiso bave to play an impor- 


tant part in the elaboration of the scientific plan of public health work, 
He moved the following resolution: 


That this meeting of Jewish doctors and social workers resolves to establish 
a branch of the **O Z.BE.”’ (Society for preserving the health of the Jews) and 
pledges itself to use ita best efforts to support the medica! and Sanitary activi- 
ties of the * O.Z.E."’ among the Jewieh population of Eastern Europe, 


Mr. A. H. Levy, F.R.C.S., in seconding the motion, said that the 
whole Jewish worid owed a deep debt of gratitude to those who had 
throwo themselves into the tremendous struggle which the relief work 
involved, 

The motion wascarried. The following were elected: Dr. Redcliffe 
Salamao, President; Dr. Charles Myers, the Chief Rabbi, and Haham 
Dr. Gaster, Vice-Presidents; Mr. A. H. Levy, Chairman; Drs. M. 
Schwartzman aod B. Lowbury, Vice-Chairmen ; and Dr. Kifrouni, Hon. 
Secretary. A representative Committee was also appointed. 


Combating Anti-Semitism. 
> -— 
From Mr. Louis Kletz. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISM CHRONICLE, 


Sik,—Dr. Salomon does bimself scant jastice in suggesting that I 
have :ead his letter with insufficient care. My revered friend knows 
very well that I have too high an opinion of his earnestness and tincerity 
to read any contribution of his with anything less than close attention. 
That I flad myself unable to accept his conclusions, does not detract 
from my appreciation of his views. 


Dr. Salomon should bear in mind that, as history goes, it is not so 
long since the Jews were expelled from England; that for nearly five 
centuries they were excluded from this country, that it is little more than 
thirty years since the last of Jewish disabilities was removed, and that 
to-day, when, after their readmission 250 years ago, they number no 
more than one-third of one per cent. of the population, Erngiand is 
honeycombed with anti-Semitism from one end of the country to the 
other, If he will get these facts well iato his miod he will realise how 
futile it is to suggest that the foundation of a Jewish pub ic school could 
be a cure for, or even “a first step towards the eradication of anti- 
Semitism.” It is idle to teil me that he “was only dealing with the 
phenomenon as presented here,” because anti-Semitism cannot be ron 
or dealt with in watertight compartments. You have to deal with the 
problem as a whole, for the simple reason that what aff cts Jews in one 
part of the world must sooner or liter react on them everywhere else. 

As to the Jewish public school per se, except that I consider it 
perf: etiy useless, I have not the least ohjection to it, and Dr. Salomon 
and those who think with him are weicome to it whenever they like. 
My op'nion on public schco's ¢ nerally I have already expressed, and I 
have nothing to add to it, except this: When Dr. Salomon tells me that 
“The Britisa Empire was buiit up by the public school boy * heis employ- 
ing a rhetorical phrase which rolis well «ff the lips, but which means 
nothing atall. It would be just as true to say that British comm: rce was 
huilt up by Oxford and Cambricge. The British Empire was built up by 
the British people —by the cook’s son, no less than by the duke’s son, and 
its survival is intimately bound up with the preservation of that beantifal 
apirit of liberty, equality and fairplay, which is the real and only source 
of Engiand’s greatuess. 

Oue word more and I bave done. Dr. Salomon expresses his “ utter 
inability to understand what Mr. Kietz’s remedy is. He mentions 
‘re generation,’ but how cone is to live ‘as a people among the vations’ we 
are not to!d.” Unless there is in this sentence some’ deep and hidden 
sarcasm, lam very consideral y astonished. I have no doubt that, like 
most mortals, | bave many faiungs, but | believe that want of lucidity is 
not one of them, lam therefore driven to the conclusion that though Dr. 
Salomon may have read my letter “ carefally,” be has not read it“ carefully 
enough.” Supposing be has another try ’

An Austrian Rothschild’s Property.

In the Chancery Division, on Tuesday, before Mr. Justice Eve, the 
action was heard which was brought against the Administrator of Austrian 
operty by Mr. Eugen Rothschild, a member of the Vienna House of 
Bosheohit4, who a*ked for a declaration that no part of his property 
within the United Kingdom is subject to or charged upon the Treaty of 
Peace made at St. Germain-en-Lave on September 10, 1919, or the 
Treaty of Peace (Austria Order), 1920; also for +m injunction restrein- 
ing the defendant, whose office is at Cornwall House, Stamford 
Street, from parting or otherwise dealing with such property. 
P ain‘iff was born at Vienna in 1894, and prior to July 7th, 1920, was 4 
subject of the former Austrian and Hungarian Monarchy. On July 7, 
1920, by the admipistrat‘oa commission of the vittarvice of Moravia, he 
received permission to becume a member of the community, sub) ct to 
his obtiioing acitizenship of the State of Czecho-Slovakia, and on July 15 
he « bt. ned such citizenship. 

M-. Clauson (with him Mr. Bischoff), for the plaintiff, said Mr. Roths- 
chi:.. was an alien friend of this country, and explained that Bohemia and 
Moravia became the Czecho-Slovakia State, which had been recognised 
by the British Government before the signing of the Treaty. 

Defendant was represented by the Attorney-General, the Solicitor-

ANNUAL REPORT. 


The thirty-second annual report contains a satisfactory record of the 
year’s work. The opening of the remainder of the new wing made it 
possible to admit a further eleve male patients, which has resulted in 
an increase in expenditure. Atthe beginning of the year there was an 
accumuleted deficit of £611. With the deficit on the synagogue account 
the Lnstitution is, on balance, in debt to the extent of over £887. One 
hundred and four inmates are housed in the Institution, and beyond? the 
ordinary expense involved in their maintenance, an extraordinary 
expense bas had to be incurred by the Board in respect of the long over- 
due internal and external redecoration of the Institution. The cost of 
the redecoration scheme was £2,607, of which £1,132 still remained 
uppaid and must be treated as a turther addition to the deficit of £887 
above mentioned. The increase in income which enabled the increased 
expenditure to be met, waa largely due to the excelient results obtained 
by the East London and North-West London Aid Societies. 


Jewish Day Nursery. 


ANNUAL REPORT. 


The Committee of the Jewish Day Nursery, 23, New Road, White- 
chapel, of which Lady Rothschild is the President, has issued its 
annual report. It states that the number of attendances was 6 415, 
an increase of 130 over the previous year. Dr. Prowne, Assistant Medical 
Officer for Stepney, who had inspected the children, reported that their 
general health was very good, and that the food an: the hygienic conditions 
of the Nursery were exellent. The twenty-fifth anniversary of the 
establishment of the Nursery was celebrated during the year, when 706 
pounds of groceries and over £63 were collected. Mrs. Model was handed 
a cheque from her colleagues on the Committee, as a token of their deep 
appreciation of her great work for the institution. The cheque is to be 
used to install an apparatus for preparing infints’ food, ete. The Com- 
mittee records its thanks to Dr. B. Morris, the Medica! Officer, for his 
valuable services, Miss Miriam Davis, the Matron, nurses and staff. to 
Dr. J. Browne, Messrs. H. Fox, W. d’Arcy Hart, and A. Levine, and to 
ali the voluntary workers. Donations and subscriptions will be thank. 
fully received by Mrs, Model, 105, Fellows Road, N.W.3; Mrs. d’Arcy

J. Loydail (Hextable, Kent); died of wounds: Coustable Ro P. Purvis 
(Morpeti:); slightiv woueded: Constable P. Golden (Carrick-on-Shannon), 
and Constable R. Croy (FP tinhargh).

tration of Syria and Palestine; and whether, as the. Us t:d States flualiy 
carried cut the investigation alone, the Government wili publish a copy 
of the report (which bas been issued in America) “as containing the only 
authoritative statement that has been made as to the wishes of Syrians 
and Palestinians concerning their ‘uture government.’ 

No dat ave yet been fixed for these questions.

is signed, 
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THE STUDY OF ZIONISM. 
> 
(From a Zionist Correspondent.) 


In order to get a reasoned view of Zionism it is necessary to have a 
comprehensive knowledge of the subject, and in order to acquire this 
knowledge a systematic study is essential. Unfortunately there are only 
too many people whose views on the subject are superficial, because they 


are based merely upon occasional newspaper reading. But such a 


PP tunctory acquaintance with the greatest and most far-reaching move- 


meut in the history of the Diaspora is not sufficient either to eradicate a 
prejudice or to generate a conviction. 1t may suffice for a rough under- 
Standing of the broad developments of Jewish -nationalism, but it is 
anything but adequate for a proper appreciation of all the problems, 
tendencies, and aspirations that are enfolled within and cluster around 
the Zionist Movement. 

There is no royal road to learning, said an ancient sage, and the 
aphorism applies without qualification to our subject. Unless a carefal 
and profound study is made, it is possible that the neophyte of to-day 
will abandon his new faith to-morrow, not because of any flaw or fallacy 
that may later come to light, but simply because, «quipped with only 
meagre knowledge, he cannot see his way through external difficulties 
that may temporarily obstruct or retard the realisation of Zionist aspira- 
tions. The only reliable guarantee of Zionist conviction is knowledge 
both broad and deep, reinforced by that Jewish consciousness which is 
the product partly also of study and partly of upbringing in a true Jewish 
environment. There are, of course, instances of Zionista whose convic- 
tiovs are elemental and who need no substratum of knowledge for the 
upholding of their enthusiasm. But“ once a Zionist, always a Zionist” 
is likely to apply with the greatest truth only to those who have found 
their way into the heart of the fold after the most thorough exploration 
and the profoundest reflection. 

The present-day student of Zionism does not suffer from the handicap 
under which the preceding generation laboured. Then, apart from a few 
pamphlets and translations, there was no book in Eoglish on the subject, 
and most of the books in German were written in too abstruse and involved 
a style to appeal to the average intellectual Jew in England. Now there 
is a goodly array of competent works in Evglish, which the serious 
student can easily spend many months in reading and digesting. Mr. 
Sokolow’s monumental “ History of Zionism” is an encyclop@ lia rather 
than ap historical study, and contains almost enough about the philo- 
sophical and spiritual justification of the Movement to enable one to 
dispense with special books on this aspect, But no study would be com- 
plete without an intimate acquaintance with the idealogy of “ Ahad 
Haam,” which can be obtained from the translations by Mr. Leon Simon, 
Professor Gotthell’s monograph in the series on Jewish movements, issued 
by the Jewish Pablication Society of America, deserves to be ‘far better 


known in this country. Then there are the excellent miscellanies, 
“Zionism and the Jewish Future,” and “ Zionism: Problems and Views," 
which, though written before the Baifour Declaration, are nevertheless 
fall of instruction, even at the present day. Mr. Simon’s “ Studies in 
Jewish Nationalism” and Mr. Sidebotham’s “England and Palestine” 
deserve couscientious perusal. 

But the enlightened student will realise that he should not confine 
his studies to what may be regarded as text-books on Zionism, but rather 
extend them 80 as also to embrace a knowledge of Jewish history, litera- 
ture, and sociology. For the further he pursues his studies into the 
annals and achievements of his people, into their life and thought, their 


tribulations and aspirations, the more will his faith bo strengthened tn 
the wisdom and virtue of Zionism. 


The Zionist Actions Committee. 


Further Deliberations. 


The meeting of the Greater Actions Committee on the 6th inst. 
continued the political debate. Mr. Sokolow deait with the situation 
existing at the moment, citing a number of documents to show that the 
political status of Palestine had in principle remained unaitered. A 
diametricil:y opposed view was expressed by Mr. M. M. Ussishkin, who 
contended that the situation had been fundamentally changed. He 
feit that the political situation had become intolerable. The differences 
between Mr. Sokolow acd Mr. Ussishkin are causing much comment 
among the members of the Actions Committee, and it appears that any 
further co-operation between these two is hardly possible. 

A great deal of attention bas also been paid to the question whether 
the Vaad Leumi should participate in the Palestine Advisory Council, 
Chief Rabbi Dr. Cnajes and Deputy Ll. Grilubaum expressed themselves 
against participation. The question has not yet been fiaaily decided. 

Dr. M. Soloveitchik submitted a report on the differences existing 
within the Zioni-t Executive on the question of the Jewish World Congress, 
For himself, De. Soloveitchik said he was convinced that the convocation 
now of a Jewish World Congress was impossible. In consequence, the 
extension of the Jewish Agency by direct co-option had become unavoid- 
able. Mr. Sokolow, who foliowed, expressed himself in agreement with 
Dr. Soloveitchik on this point. 

In the afternoon the Coromittee considered the question of the Keren 
Hayesod, Dr. Feiwel and Me. Niidicch and other speakers urged that 
first the Aeren Hayesod shonid be built upasa great independent organisa- 
tion. S+condly, a mixed Council should be appointed, and, thirdly, the 
Keren Havyesod should be used as the nucieus of the Jewish Agency. Dr, 
Halp-ro, Deputy Ll. Griinbaum and other members of the Committee 
opp sed any idea of crecting another organisation at the side of the 
Zionist Organisation, but they agreed that the Aeren Hayesod must be 
retained as the Zionist Fuad, 

At the Friday meeting the political debate was still continued. 
Deputy Griicbaum reported on behaif of the Political Commission, and 
submitted a resolution in which it is said that the Jewish Agency must

Mr. Svkolow de ciared that the 
Execeutive could not accept the resolution as it stood. A stormy debate 
emaued, as a resuit of which the resolution was adjourned. 

The final stages of the Greater Actions Committee meeting, which 
chosed on Sunday, were rnarked by some tense aud anxtous momwrnts, 
The resolution referred to above, iosisting on the respons bility of the 
mewbers of the Jewish Agency, Was again present d, and was adopted. 

Mr. Sokolow, President. f the Executive, deciared that the adoption 
of the resolution by the Committee, notwithataoding bis annonnocement 
that it was unaccept)b e te the Executive, made it necessary for the 
Executive to leave the meeting in order to discass the situation. Mr. 
Sokolow then retired for the purpose of consu'tation with the othet 
. members of the Executive. Mr. Sokolow returned and reported that the 
resolution was not acceptable to the Executive. He assured the members 
of the Actions Committee, however, that the Executive did not desire to 
make any difficulties, and be suggested a compromise with a view to 
easing the situation. The Actions Committee thereupon revised it 
previous decision, and adopted a resolution couched in milder terms, 
calling upon the Executive to take the principie of responsibility tito 
consideration while conducting its negotiations with regard to the Com- 
position of the Jew ish Agency.—/ewrar Correspondence Bureau. 


The Question of the Jewish Agency. 


DISCUSSIONS IN BERLIN. 
[From our Correspondent. | BERLIN, 

A moeting of the Beriln Zionist Leagne was held recentiy to discuss 
the problems to be considered by the forthcoming Zionist Congress, 

The first speaker, Mr. ROSENBLUTH, expressed the opinion that as 
least 30,000 immigrants yearly should enter Palestine, and that new 
methods must be adopted. The plan for a World Congress must 
be carried out, but it was useless to attempt the holding of a Congress 
before all countries were ripe for such an undertaking It waa ther fore 
necessary to consider the question of the Jewish Agency before the 
World Congress was held. He regarded it as essential that the Agency be 
not composed only of English Jews, that its members must be keenly 
interested in Palestine work and should represent a large part of the 
Jewish people, and that the Executive of ths Agency must be responsible 
to a larger body. The Avren Hayesod should not at present be under the 
comérol of the Jewish Agency. 

Dr. KOLLENSCHER (Binyan Haaretz) advocated the calling by the 
Congress of a Covference of Jewish Organisations to constitnte a 
provisional Jewish Agency. This agency should prepare the wy fora 
World Congress, which in turn would definitely constitute the Jewish 

acy. . 
De R. ARLOSOROFF (Hapoel-Hazair) said thata great central organis- 
tion was a necessity for Zionisin. Such an institution the Jewish Agency 
might become. 

The Hamburg Zionist Leagne has also held a meeting prepsratory to 
the Congress. The League will recommend to the Congress that a small 
commission be constituted to build ap a provisional Jewish Agency, 
which could experiment with various methods of work betweent his and 
the next Congress. The next Congress should then decide on the con- 
stitution of the Agency.

ADDRESS BY DR. S. A. COOK. 


Dr. S. A. Cook, D.Litt. (Caius College), Editor of the Palestine

tion.” Mr. Maurice L. Perizweig, B.A., presided. 

Dr. Cook gave an account of the work of the Palestine Exploration

THE POSITION OF ZIONISM, 


Delegates from all over the country met atthe Midland Hotel, Man. 
cheater, last Sunday morning, for the 24th Annual Conference of the 
Eoglish Zionist Federation. 

Rabbi Dr. Samwuet Datehes was prevented from attending the 
Conference since he was obliged, as one of the examiners, to take parf 
in an examination at Jews’ College, for candidates for the Rabbinical 
Diploma. 

Mr. I. M. SIEFP, welcomed the delegates. From the earliest period, 
he said, Manchester had been a virile centre of Zionism.

Their 
thanks were also due to their Secretary, Mr. J. Bertlestein, for his 
devoted services. A Nursing Home was an absolute necessity, for the 
erection of which the Board were preparing plans. 
' Me. R. Treasurer, welcomed Mr. Nathan Lastkias the 
new Chairman, and expressed the hope that under his chairmanship the 
Hospital would progress. The balance-sheet showed a deficit of £555 on 
the year’s work. He hoped that deficit would soon be wiped cut. In 
the large Jewish population of Manchester they had only 1,090 sub- 
scribers, which was not satisfactory. He was proud, however, of the 
weekly subscribers. There was a decrease in expenditure, due to the 
economic ef rts of the ladies on the Committee.

She was, iudeed, entitled to respect 
and admiration for her splendid services. 

Mrs. ()UAS COHEN said that she remembered when she first joined the 
Board she was instructed in the work and received every encouragement, 
When later she j ined the Executive she found she had been well taught.

Visit of Rabbi Dr. Salis Daiches. 


Rabbi Dr. Salis Daiches, of Edinburgh, spent iast Sabbath in Leeds, 
In the morning he occupied the pulpit of the Louis Street Synagogue, 
and preacbed on “ Israei’s Real Strength.”

Music and Drama. 


“David Coppertfield.”’ 


There has never been a satisfactory dramatisation of “ David Copper- 
field,” and there never will be. The reason is not far to seek. The 
charm of Dickens lay to a great extent in bis discursiveness and in bis 
Picaresque style, neither of which ta susceptible of theatrical representa- 
tion. A Dickens play most necessarily stress the plot, and Dickens plots 
are either, as to “ David Copperfield,” usimportant, or, as in “ Nicholas 
Nickleby,” absurd. But aithough “ David Copperficld” can never be 
made a good play, the version at the Lyceum is worse than most. 
It is extremely incoherent, and anyone who bad never read Dickens 
would gain the impression that he bad been on the staff of the Family 
Heraid. Mr. Bransby Williams, who doubled the parts of Peggotty 
and Micawber, played the former rOie with dignity and sincerity. If the 

athos occasiona:ly became bathos, that was not Mr. Williams’s fault. As 

icawber he was a disappointment. Ooe heard littioof the florid periods 
ofthe magnificent Wilkias, who figured for the most part as a drunken 
buffoon. Mr. Williams can do better than that! 


“Carnival.”’ 


From the “high-brow” point of view, of course, “Carnival,” revived 
at the New Theatre tast Saturday, cannot be described as a good 
play; but it is undeniably a good entertainment. The psychology is all 
Wrong, and most of the characters are 80 obviously puppets that one is 
almost ten: pted to look for the strings. But what of that? The action 
moves rapidly, the play contains something of the true spirit of 
rowance, aud the authors poseess a good sense of theatrical ffect. 
Mr Matheson Lang, as the modern Othello, is tremendously effective, 
and he seems, oddly enough, to gain enormonsly in power when he ts 
in costume. We get, unfortunately, only a fleeting glimpse of Mr. Lang 
as Othello. With his fine voice aod emotional power, he should be 
immense as the Moor of Venice—and it must be admitted that “ Otneilo” 
is a better play than “Carnival”! Miss Mary Glyone makes an appea!l- 
ing figure of the young wife—no smal! achievernent when one considers 
what a futile person Simonetta reaily is. Miss Elsie Judge ts dainty and 
attractive as their child. Mr Dennis Neilson-Terry as the boid, bad 
Villain, does not appear in the least boid, bad, or villainous,

Cantor Resentatt. 

The enthusiasm—the rapturous enthusiasm—with which Cantor 
Rosenblatt was received at the Queen's Hall when he gave a recital 
on Taesday night was amply deserved.

His Chacanuth is of the Polish schvuol, as 1s also his pronunciation of the 
Hebrew, and the estimate we have ventured of bis Hebrew recital ts, of 
course, only from the pointof view of a wosical display. When we consider 
them subjectively as prayers, apd ask ourselves to what extent their 
rendering is in accord with what devotions should be, a totally different 
conclusion concerning his performance is inevitable.

HH» has mach fo teach it, and the world would lose greatly if 
the Jew were not inpits midst giving it the benefit of tne many 
branches of learning which he has made his own,

Jewsand taken over and develomd 
ty the Egyptians and Assvrians 
who, as be seen from inserip 
tions, had ¢laborate orchestras

Jewry. It may therefore be deduced 
that these tunes have a common 
origin. It is not generaily realised 
how much the old Hebrew music 
influenced the Church, for the old 
Georgian chants are almost un- 
doubiediv of Hebrew origin. That 
is Why, when vou go into a Oatholic 
Cathedral, vou will be etrack by the 
resemblance to Chacanuth. ia not 
the synagogue that has borrowe. 
from the Chursth but the other way 
about. At the same time there are 
many melodies used in the syna- 
Bogue which are quite modern. 
Sore are borrowed from German or 
Russian folk-songs. This reminds 
me of a saving of the late General 
Booth, of the Salvation Army, who, 
defending his practice of setting 
hymns to popular airs, said, * Why 
Should the devil have all the best 
tunes 

I have not sufiicient space to go 
more deeply into the subject, but I 
hope I have said enough to show 
that ic synagogue mmusic, as in most 
Other things connected with our 
ritual, tradition holds its sway,
